A  Washington  telegram  of  lUo  Wlb  says 
the  slory  thai  Mr.  Evarts  had  -withdrawn 
from  the  Prtsldent'3  counsel  ia  without 
foundation.

"A  great  number  of  lawyers  and  oth- 
ers of  cfficial  life  have  ariivtd  iu  the  city, 
and  many  from  a  great  distance,  to  attend 
the  trial  (impeachment),  but  have  tound 
it  imp.^ssible  to  gain  admittance.  The  press

At  last  accounts  nearly  all  the  troops 
of  the  expedition  had  reached  the  high 
table  lands,  thongh  the  roads  were  found 
very  bad.  The  extreme  advance  had  ar- 
rived In  the  vicinit/  of  Lake  Ashaugee 
and  met  as  yet  no  hostile  opposirfon  from 
the  native?." 

Advices  from  Australia  to  the  7tb  in- 
stant state  that  the  captain  anrt  crew  of 
the  schooner  Marion  Renny  were  massa- 
cred at  Solomon  Grant  Islands,  by  natives.

It  is  appropriate  thai  a  political 
party  which  assura-?  the  right  to  override 
the  Consiitutiou  for  iLe  oentlil  tf  the 
party  thou'd  undertake  to  repeal  anything 
in  the  Coustitulion  that  disables  an  ex- 
rebel  from  becoming  au  active  member  of 
the  party. — Chicuf/o  Times. 

The  Boston  Pout  says  "  the  develop- 
ments iu  New  Hamp.hire  will  undoubted- 
ly prove  that  tho  Radicals  practiced  the 
gross  fraud  of  tamperitig  with  the  check 
lista  throughont  the  Slate— erasing  legal 
voters  aud  tiddiry  illegiil  ones— refusing  to 
injcribe  the  names  of  qualifled  voters  and 
placing  upon  the  lists  the  signature  of  any 
citizen  who  would  voto  for  Uarriman.

As  he  Lad  already  told 
everyone  that  he  was  determined  to  hang 
himselt,  I  endeavored  very  naturally  to 
assist  him,  by  pasting  the  other  end  of  the 
rope  over  a  rafter,  and  pulling  as  hard  as 
I  could,  until  he  was  suspended  in  the  air.' 
Judge— *  You  confess,  then,  that  you 
strangled  your  husb  md  »'  '  Yes,  a  little ; 
but  not  quite,  beciuse  he  pulled  the  rope 
also.  Besides,  I  kucw  the  poor  man  was 
tired  of  his  life.  I  was  well  aware  I  should 
be  arrested;  but  before  you  send  mo  to 
prison  I  beg  you  will  let  mc  attend  my 
poor  husband's  funeral.'  It  is  needless  to 
say  that  the  desire  expressed  by  this  ex- 
cellent wife  and  fervent  Christian  was 
fully  appreciated  by  the  court,  but  not  com- 
plied wilh." 

Incidents    and    Accidents. 

— One  county  in  Arkansas,  Johnson,  has 
had  twenty- four  murders  since  the  close  of 
the  war. 

— At  the  burning  of  a  livery  stable  in 
New  York  city,  threo  horses  were  smoth- 
ered to  death. 

— A  little  girl  three  years  old,  at  Youngs- 
town,  Ohio,  fell  iuto  a  cistern,  on  the  20th 
and  was  drowned. 

— A  family  in  Oswego,  New  York,  con- 
sisting of  father,  mother,  and  ten  children, 
was  recently  found  starving,  having  been 
without  food  for  four  days. 

— A  man  in  Toledo,  Ohio,  who  disap- 
peared fourteen  years  ago,  has  just  come 
back  to  bis  wife,  but  won't  explain  the 
mystery  of  his  absence. 

— Three  brothers  named  Callen  were 
found  murdered  about  fifty  miles  from 
Denver  a  few  days  ago.  The  murder  was 
coaimilted  by  a  traveling  companion,  who 
escaped. 

— In  Lawrence,  Kansas,  a  few  days 
since,  two  men  entered  the  office  of  the 
Kansas  Stage  Company,  while  the  agent 
was  asleep  therein,  and  stole  the  safe  and 
carried  it  off  without  detection. 

— A  negro  attempted  to  rob  the  till  of  a 
butcher's  shop  in  Buflalo,  was  arrested, 
aud  turned  on  his  captor  with  a  razor, 
when  the  butcher  cut  him  down  with  a 
cleaver,  lEtlicting  )  rightful  wounds. 

—A  young  man  of  Troy,  New  1  ork, 
was  so  enraged  at  the  conduct  of  his  affi- 
anced, who  pettishly  threw  his  engage- 
ment ring  into  the  tire,  that  he  dealt  her  a 
black  eye,  and  was  mulcted  in  damages 
and  costs. 

— A  man  was  recently  executed  in  Vir- 
ginia for  having  murdered  three  persons 
in  a  family  of  four.  He  confessed  the  mur- 
ders, was  devoutly  thankful  that  Provi- 
dence had  prevented  hliu  from  perpetrat-

2C0  OM  WAS 
seriotuly  hurt. 

-George  Bush,  aged  about  twelve  years, 
was  recently  killed,  near  Fort  Wayne,  Ind., 
by  a  tree  which  his  father  was  cutting 
down,  8trikini(  him  in  its  decent,  and  cut- 
ting open  his  head  and  killing  him  in- 
stantly. He  waa  taking  his  father's  din- 
ner to  him,  but  was  not  seen  by  him  until 
after  the  fatal  accident. 

—An  American  medical  gentleman,  in 
an  article  in  the  Boston  Mediad  and  Surgi- 
cal Journal,  on  **  Foreign  iiodiea  in  the 
Ear,"  says  that  In  his  experience  he  has 
taken  from  the  ear  l)ean8,  cotton,  slate- 
pencils,  peas,  maggots,  cockroaches,  beads, 
fflasa,  crockery,  shells,  paper,  pins,  ivory, 
teeth  of  combs,  stones,  and  seed. 

— Some  Californlan  started  the  follow- 
ing: "A  noted  trout  fisher  died  in 
Alameda  county,  not  long  ago.  Fishing 
was  the  one  idea  of  hig  existence.  Bis 
last  words  were  characteristic:  *!  say. 
Brown,  I'm  going  to  'peg  out,' sure.  I've 
flirted  my  last  fish ;  but  bury  my  tackle 
with  me— who  knows  but  they  bite  in  Jor- 
dan 1'" 

— At  Webster,  New  Hampshire,  on  elec- 
tion day,  where  there  are  less  than  two 
hundred  voters,  there  were  twenty-six  men 
who  were  over  seventy  years  of  age,  eleven 
between  eighty  and  ninety,  fourteen  be- 
tween seventy  and  eighty,  and  one  over 
ninety,  who  walked  upward  of  a  mile  and 
back,  and  was  the  first  to  come  and  among 
the  last  to  go. 

— In  San  Francisco  suicide  has  assumed 
an  epidemic  form ;  in  fact,  for  several 
months  suicides  have  been  very  numerous, 
no  less  than  700  bodies  have  been  found 
floating  in  the  bay,  and  in  each  case  inves- 
tigation has  indicated  suicide  as  the  cause 
ot  drowning.

— The  Cleveland  Plaindealer  says  a  lad 
about  sixteen  years  of  age,  on  the  30lh,  met 
with  extraordinary  good  foitune.  He  was 
engaged  in  the  tatk  of  walking  from  Erie 
to  Chicago ;  being  a  venturesome  lad  and 
having  some  vague  plan  of  seeking  his 
fortune  in  the  latter  city.  Between  Euclid 
aud  Cleveland,  he  picked  up  a  large  wallet, 
tightly  tied  wilh  a  piece  of  red  tape.  Upon 
opening  the  wallet,  $6,000  in  greenbacks 
were  disclosed  to  the  glistening  eyes  of  the 
boy,  who  had  not  expected  to  find  his  for- 
tune in  so  short  a  time  after  leaving  home. 
There  were  no  papers  in  the  wallet,  indi- 
cating to  whom  it  belonged,  and  it  is  possi- 
ble the  boy  will  remain  in  undisputed  pos- 
session of  the  money.  The  wallet  had 
been  exposed  to  the  weather,  and  was  con- 
siderably damaged ;  some  of  the  green- 
backs, too,  were  sf-mewhat  injured  from 
wet,  b;jt  not  enoujjh  to  affect  the  value  of 
any  of  them.

— The  Hartfoid  courts  have  decided  that 
to  clear  sidewalks  of  snow  on  Sunday  is  a 
work  of  necessity  and  mercy. 

—By  a  vote  of  th^  trustees  of  Shurtleff 
Co'Jcge,  at  Alton,  Ill.itwo  negro  men  have 
been  admitted  to  the  course  cf  instruction. 

— Dr.  Arbuthnot  computed  the  burden 
in  Noah's  ark  at  G2,0C2  tons,  more  than 
three  times  tho  tonnage  of  the  Great 
Eastern. 

— Over  two  hundred  and  forty  persons 
have  joined  the  Methodist  Church  at  Jef- 
fersonville,  Ky.,  and  still  the  work  of  re- 
vival is  unabated. 

— William  E.  Dodge,  of  New  York,  has 
just  given  $10,000  to  the  fund  for  the  erec- 
tion of  the  new  theological  hall  of  Yale 
College. 

— A  Boston  deacon  objects  to  the  contri- 
bution of  cigar  stumps  in  the  contents  of 
the  plate  at  the  Friday  evening  meetings.

CjlsUlShjls  Postage.— After  the  lit  of 
April  next  a  change  of  postal  rates  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  Canada,  gr^os 
into  efl"ect.  Under  the  new  arranjrement, 
just  concluded  l>ct.wfcn  tLc  Poblofllce  Da- 
partments  of  the  United  States  and  the 
Dominion  of  Canaca,  the  single  rate  of 
postage  on  international  letters  will  be 
reduced  on  and  alter  the  Ibt  of  April,  1868, 
from  ten  to  six  cents,  if  prepaii  in  the 
office  of  mailing  in  either  couuirj' ;  but  if 
posted  unpaid,  or  insufficiently  firepaid, 
they  will  be  subject  to  a  pejst&ge  charge  ot 
ten  cents  per  Btn«le  rate  in  the  country  of 
destination.  Tue  authorized  weight  of  a 
single  letter  will  be  fiflefr:n  grammes  by  the 
metrical  scaler,  and  half  au  ounce  in  the 
Dominion  of  Canada.  Postmasters  will 
levy  postage  accordingly,  on  and  after  the 
1st  of  April,  18G8.

duly  qualified  to  act  therein,  is  and  shall 
be  entitled  t«)  hoi  1  such  cffire  until  a  suc- 
cessor Eha'l  have  been  in  like  manner  ap- 
pointee! and  duly  qualified,  except  as  here- 
in otherwise  pro/ided;  that  the  Secreta- 
ries of  State,  of  t  Uc  Treasury,  of  War  and 
of    Navy   and   Interior,  the   Postmaster 
Oeneial  and  the  Attorney  General  shall 
h  dJ  e^ffice  f^r  an  I  during  the  term  of  the 
Pj evident  by  wh  »m  they  may  have  been 
apoointed,  and  for  one  month  thereafte  , 
subject  to  remo\al  by  and  with  the  ad 
vice  and  consen:  of   the  Senate."    This 
respondent  was  ulso  aware  that  this  act 
was      understoo'l     and      intended      to 
be    an    cxprtssi  m    of    the    opinion    of 
the  Congress    b/  which    that    act    was 
passed  ;  that  the  power  to  remove  the  Ex- 
ecutive officers  fi  r  cauje  might  by  law  lie 
taken  fre^im  the   ['resident  and   Vtsted  in 
him    and    the   S'luate    jointly,   although 
this  rcspont'ent  had  ;.rrivtd  at  and  still 
retained  the  opin.'m  above  expressed,  and 
verily  believed,    is  he  still  believe?,  that 
tbe  tirst  btction  <  f  said  act  was  and  is 
wholly  inopcrati/e  and  void,  by  reason  of 
its   confl  C.   with    the  Constitution  of  the 
U-ited  States'.    \  tt,  inasmuch  as  the  same 
hid  been   enact*  d  by  the   oonsiitutional 
msjority  in  each    f  the  tvro  Houses  ot  Con- 
gres-',  this  respondent  considereel  it  to  be 
proper  to  exMuite  and  decide  whether  the 
particular  case  of  the    said  Stanton,  on 
whicli  it  was  this  respondent's  duty  to  hct, 
was  within  or  without  the  terms  cf  that 
first  sccUon  of   "he  act,  or  if  within  it, 
whetler  the  Pre  ident  bad  not  the  power, 
according  to  the  leims  of  the  act,  to  remove 
said  Stanton  troi  i  the  rffice  of  Secretary 
for  the  Deptvrtmi  nt  of  War,  and  having, 
in  his  capacity  of  President  of  the  United 
fctites,8o examined  and  ex>usidered,did  form 
the  opini  m  that  the  ca.<e  of  laid  Stanton 
and  his  tenure-o 'office  were  not  afT-jcted 
by  the  first  secii«  n  of  the  last  named  act ; 
and  this    respor,  lent,  further    answering, 
says  althouiih  a  (  a^e  thus  existing,  which, 
m  his  jud^'tuent  is  President  of  ihe  United 
States,  cailed  for  the  exercise  of  the  ex- 
ecutive power  to  remove  the  said  Stanton 
from  the  office  of  Secretary  fir  the  De- 
partment of  War,  x,ud  although  this   re- 
spondent was  of  opinion,  as  abi>ve  shown, 
thut,  uneler  the  Couatiiution  of  the  United 
States,  the  powe :  to  remove  the  said  Stan- 
ton f.om  tiie  s:tii  office  was  vested  in  the 
President  of  the  United  Slates,  and   al-

And  this  respondent,  further  answering, 
says  it  ia  provided  in  aud  by  the  aection 
of  an  act  to  regulate  the  tenure  of  certain 
civil  officers,  that  tho  President  may  sus- 
pend an  officer   Irom  the  performance  of 
the  duties  of  the  office  held  by  him,  for 
certain  causes    therein   designated,   until 
the  next  meeting  of  tho  Senate,  and  until 
the  case  hhill  bo  acted  on  by  the  Senate  ; 
ttiat  ihis  respondent,  as  President  of  the 
United  States,  was  advised  aud  he  verily 
believed  aud  still  l)eliuves  that  the  execu- 
tive power  of  removal  from  office  confieled 
to  him  by  the  Constitution  aforesaid  in- 
cludes the  power  of  suspensum  from  of- 
fice at  the  pleasure  of  the  President.

And  this 
respondent,  furtiier  ar.aweiiuc-,  snys  ihat 
in  aud  by  tlie  act  e>f  February  Io,  171)5,  it 
was  among  other  things  provided  and  en- 
acted ibiit,  in  case  ot  vacancy  in  the  (  fil:e 
of  Secretary  for  the  Department  of  War, 
it  shall  be  lawful  fe>r  the  President,  in  case 
he  shall  think  it  necessary,  to  aulliori/e 
any  person  to  perform  the  duties  ot  that 
office  unlil  a  t:uceessor  be  appointed  or 
such  vacancy  be  filled,  but  noi  exceeding 
thetetmof  six  months;  and  this  respon- 
dent being  advised  and  believing  thai  such 
law  was  in  full  force  and  not  repealed,  by 
an  order  dated  August  li,  ItjO?,  did  au- 
thorue  aud  empower   Ulysses  S.  Grant, 
General    of   the    Armies  of  the    United 
States,  to  act  as  such  Secretary  for  the  De-

He  denies  that  the  .laid  order  wa"*  issued 
with  an  Intent  ij  viohite  the  Constitution 
of  the  tJaited  States,  or  any  law  ihorcot, 
or  this  lespondeni'a  ouh  of  office,  and  he 
respectfully,  but  earnestly,  insists  that  not

And  he  denies  that  any  and  all  eubstan- 
live  matter  iu  the  said  first  article,  con- 
taincil  in  manner  and  forms  as  the  same 
a'o  therein  stated  and  set  forth,  does  by 
Uw  constitute  a  high  misdemeanor  in  of- 
fice within  the  true  inUnt  and  meaiilDf 
of  tbe  Constitution  of  the  Uolted  States. 

Mr.  Stanbery  read  the  answer  to  the 
second  article  of  impeachmenL  Hed«nt«5 
all  the  charges  in  this  article.  At  tbe  time 
he  issued  the  order  for  tbe  appointment  of 
Lorenzo  Thomas,  there  was  a  yacancy  in 
the  War  Offloe. 

For  answer  to  the  third  article,  the  re- 
speoudent  denies  that  he  made  any  appoint- 
ment to  the  War  Office,  but  simply  author- 
ized General  Thomas  to  act  od  interim. 

For  answer  to  tbe  fourth  article,  he  de- 
nies hsTing  conspired  with  General 
Thomas  or  any  other  person  to  prevent 
Stanton  from  holding  the  office  of  Secre- 
tary of  War.  He  further  denies  having 
authorized  any  force  to  be  used  in  remov- 
ing Stanton.  He  dwells  on  this  at  length, 
and  excepts  to  all  the  allegations  made. 

For  answer  to  tbe  fifth  article,  the  re- 
spondent denies  having  hindered  the  ex- 
ecution of  the  Tenure  of-Offlce  act,  either 
in  the  city  of  Washington  or  elsewhere. 
As  in  reply  to  tbo  fourth  article  he  denies 
the&tfficiency  of  the  charge. 

In  answer  to  the  sixth  article,  tbe  re- 
sponeleut  denies  that  he  attempted  to  pos- 
sess himself  of  any  property  of  the  United 
States. 

Feor  answer  to  the  seventh  article  he 
denies  all  the  cbarjC'-s  made  therein,  and 
states  that  the  allegations  are  insufficient. 

For  answer  to  the  eighth  article,  he  de- 
nies all  intention  of  violence,  and  says  he 
simply  wanted  to  get  the  matter  before  the 
courts. 

And,  for  answer  to  the  faid  Oih  article, 
the  respondent  states  that  on  said  22d  day 
of  February,  1868,  the  following  note  was 
atldrefsed  to  Gtn.  Emory,  by  the  private 
Secrct-iry  of  the  respondent :

Uen.  Emory  called  at  the  Executive 
Mansion  according  to  this  request.  The 
object  of  the  respondent  was  to  be  advised 
by  Gen.  Emory,  as  commander  of  the  De- 
partment of  Washington,  what  changes  had 
been  made  io  the  military  sffiUrs  of  the  de- 
paitment.  Ktspondent  had  bceo  informed 
that  various  changes  had  been  made  which 
in  no  wise  had  been  brought  to  his  notice 
or  reported  to  him  from  the  Department  of 
War,  or  from  any  other  quarter,  and  de- 
sired to  ascertain  the  facts.  After  the  said 
Emory  had  explained,  in  detail,  the 
changes  which  bad  taken  place,  said  Em- 
ory called  the  attention  of  respondent  to  a 
general  order,  which  he  referred  to,  and 
which  this  respondent  then  sent  for,  when 
il  was  produced.    It  is  as  follows :

Gen.  Emory  not  only  called  the  attention 
of  respondent  to  this  order,  but  to  this 
fact:  That  it  was  in  conformity  with  a 
section  contained  in  an  appropriation  act 
passed  by  Congress.  Respondent,  after 
reading  the  order,  observed:  "This  is 
not  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States,  which  makes  nie  Com- 
mander-in-Chief of  tiiC  army  and  tavy, 
or  of  the  language  of  the  commlssiou 
which  you  hold." 

Gen.  Emory  then  stated  that  thi.-?  order 
had  mel  respondent's  approval,  litspon- 
dent  then  said,  in  subs'. auce : 

"  Am  I  to  understand  that  the  President 
of  tbe  United  States  cannot  give  an  order 
bat  through  the  Gencral-ln-Chief  or  Gen. 
Grant  y" 

Gen.  .Emory  again  reiterated  tbo  ttatc- 
ment  that  it  bad  met  respondent's  ap- 
proval, and  that  it  was  the  opinion  of  some 
of  the  leading  lawyers  of  ihe  country  that 
this  order  wits  constitutional. 

With  some  further  conversation,  respon- 
dent thea  inquired  the  names  of  lawyers 
wro  had  given  this  opinion,  and  he  men- 
tioned the  names  of  two.  Res p-nd ent  thea 
said  that  the  object  of  the  law  was  very 
evident— referring  to  the  clause  in  the  ap- 
propriation act  upon  which  the  order  pur- 
ported to  be  based.    T.Ms,  according  to  the 
respondent's   recollection,    was  tho   sub- 
stance of  the  convcrsition  with  General 
Emory.    Respondent  denies  that  any  alle- 
gation in  the  said  article  of  any  instruc 
lions  or  declaration  viven  to  the  said  Em- 
ory, then  or  at  any  otlier  time,  contrary  to 
or  in  addition  to  what  is  hercinbi  fore  set 
forth,  are  true.    Respondent  denies  that 
in  said  conversation  with  Gen.  Emory  he 
bad  any  olher  Intent  than  to  express  tho 
opinion  then  given  to  said  Emory;  nor 
did  he  there,  or  at  any  time,  request  or  or- 
der the  said  Emory  to  disobey  any  law, 
or  any  orler  issued  iu  conformity  with 
any     law,    or     intend     to     offer     any 
inilucemenl    to   the    said    Emoiyto  vio- 
late any  law.    What  this  respondent  then 
said    to    General  Emory  w>s  simply  the 
expression  of  aa  opinion,  which  hn  fn'ly 
believed  to  be  sound,  and  which  he  yet  be- 
lieves to  be  Eo;  and  that  is,  that,  by  the 
express    provisions    of  the   Constitution, 
this  respondent,  as  President,  is  made  the 
Commander- in  Cbief  of  the  armies  of  the 
United  Slates,  and  as  such  he  is  to  be  re 
spected,  and  tliathis  orders,  whether  issued 
tlirongh  the  War  Department  or  through 
the  General  in  Chief,  or  by  other  channels 
of  communication,  are  cutillcd  to  respect 
and  obedience,  and  that  such  constitutional 
power  cannot  be  taken  from  hira  by  virtue 
of  any  act    of    Congress.      Respondent 
docs,  therefore,  deny  that  by  the  expres- 
sion of  such  opinion  be  did  commit  and 
was  guilty  of  high  misdemeanor  in  tfflce ; 
and  this  resi)ondent  doth  furttier  say  that 
said  article  nine  lays  no  foundation  what 
ever  for  tho  conclusion  stated  in  the  eaid 
article— that  the  respondent,  by  reason  of 
the    allegation    therein    contained,   was 
guilty  of  a  high  misdemeanor  in  office.   In 
reference  to  a  statement  made  by  Gt-n. 
Emory,  that  this  respondent  approved  said 
act  of  Congress  containing  the  Siiid  clause 
referred  to,  the  respondent  admits  that  his 
formal  approval  was  given  to  said  act,  but 
he  accompanied  tho  same  by  tbe  following 
message,  addressed  and  sent  with  the  act 
to  the  House  of  Reprewntatives,  in  which 
Uouse  the  said  act  originated,  and  from 
which  it  came  to  respondent : 
To  the  llon«c  of  R-'prcsentatlves : 

"The  aci  oulliled  An  act  malt  n«r  appropriation 
for  the  support  o(  the  army  for  the  year  eudtng 
June  !K».  1S64.  and  for  other  pnr|M>ses,'  contains 
provlslonato  which  I  must  rail  attention.  These 
provisions  are  coutainrd  In  the  second  sec  Ion. 
wiilch.  In  certatu  raios,  virtually  deprive  tbe  Pres- 
ident of  his  con^tUniional  Tunctlono  as  Commaud- 
cr-ln-Cblef  of  tbe  army  and  Ibe  Sib  section  oentes 
to  ten  States  of  the  Uo'on  ihetr  Constltutloual 
Ticbt  to  protect  themselves.  In  any  emernency.  by 
means  of  their  own  mliilla.  These  provisions 
arc  out  o(  place  In  an  approprla'lon.  Hut  I  am 
rompellert  to  defeat  these  necessary  appropria- 
tloaa,  t(  I  withhold  my  aisnatarv  from  tbo  act.

Respondent  therefore  did  no  more  than 
to  express  to  tho  said  Emory  tne  same 
opinion  whioh  he  had  so  expressed  to  the 
House  of  RepriKiDtatives. 

Mr.  EfCTU  proceeded  to  read  tbe  an- 
swer to  the  UHh  article.  It  lUrts  oat  with 
aa  ^llwioa  tp  tho  Philadelphia  Johnson 
OoBventlon,  wd  the  President  goes  on  to 
say  that  the  Oonvention  adojUed  a  daclarft- 
tlon  of  principles,  and  appointed  a  dele- 
gation to  wait  upon  the  President,  and 
present  said  declaration.  He  then  goes  on 
to  detail  the  interview  which  took  place 
in  tbe  White  House  between  himself  and 
the  delegation.  He  says  his  speech  on  that 
occasion  was  incorrectly  reported,  and 
that  the  extracts  quoted  in  the  articles  in 
question  by  the  House  of  Representatives 
are  not  parts  of  his  speech.  Hs  makes  the 
same  statement  with  regard  to  his  Cleve- 
land speech.  He  also  denies  the  correct- 
ness of  passages  quoted  in  the  article  from 
his  Bt.  Louis  speech.  In  further  answer 
to  this  article,  he  protests  that  he  has  not 
been  unmindful  of  the  high  duties  of  bis 
oflioe.  He  denies  having  endeavored  to 
bring  Congress  into  contempt,  and  asserts 
that  during  his  official  career  he  always 
acknowledged  the  authority  and  legality 
of  Congress. 

And,  in  answer  to  the  11th  article,  this 
respondent  denies  that  on  the  IBlh  day  of 
August,  IbOG,  at  the  city  of  Washington, 
kp  the  District  of  Columbia,  he  did,  by 
public  speech  or  otherwise  declare  or  af- 
firm in  substance,  or  at  all,  that  the  39th 
Congress  of  the  United  Slates .  was  not  a 
Cgneress  of  the  United  Sutes  authorized 
by  the  Constitution  to  exercise  legislative 
power  under  the  same,  or  that  hedid  then 
and  there  declare ,  or  affirm  that  the  said 
3*Jih  Congress  was  a  Congress  of  only  part 
of  the  States,  in  any  sense  of  meaning 
other  than  that  ten  States  of  the  Union 
were  denied  representation  therein,  or 
made  any  or  either  of  the  declarations  in 
this  behalf  in  the  said  article  alleged  as 
denying  or  intending  to  deny  that  the  leg- 
islation of  said  39th  Congress  was  obliga- 
tory upon  this  respondent,  except  so  far 
as  this  respondent  saw  fit  to  approve  the 
same,  etc.,  etc. 


On  the  2ith,  at  one  o'clock,  the  Senate 
proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  impeach- 
ment. When  the  reading  of  the  journal 
was  finished,  Mr.  Boutwell  arose  and  pre- 
sented the  replication  of  tbe  Board  of 
Managers,  which  was  read  and  filed.  It  is 
a)  follows : 

"The  Honve  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
states  have  considered  the  several  answers  of  An- 
drew Johnson  to  tbe  several  articles  of  imp<^ach- 
mcnt  against  bim  by  them  exhibited  in  the  name 
of  themselves  and  o*  all  tbe  people  of  the  United 
:?tatcs,  and  reserve  to  themselvesall  the  advantage 
ol  the  ercepiion  to  the  inscfflclency  of  his  answers 
to  each  and  all  of  the  several  articles  of  irapeach- 
uient  exhibited  acalnst  said  Andrew  Johnson, 
President  of  the  United  St.ate8  ;  do  deny  each  and 
every  averment  In  said  several  answers  or  In  either 
of  ihemwhicb  deny  or  ciavereathe  act,lntent,crime 
or  misdemeanor  charged  airainst  said  Andrew 
.Tjhnson,  in  satdartirl.s  of  impeachmentor  either 
of  them;  and  for  repllciition  to  said  answer,  do 
Say  that  said  Andrew  .lohiison.  President  of  the 
United  States,  is  KQilty  of  the  high  crimes  aud 
misdemeanors  mentioned  in  said  articlts,  and  that 
tbe  House  of  Keprescntativea  arc  ready  to  prove 
the  same. 

Senator  Johneon  proposed  an  order  that 
tbe  Senate  proceed  to  the  trial  in  ten  days. 
Mr.  Sumner  offered  an  amendment  that  the 
trial  be  proceeded  with  at  once.  A  motion 
was  maae  that  tbe  Senate  retire  for  consul- 
tation. Carried— yeas,  29;  nays,  23. 
Al>er  consultatiem,  the  proposition  for  ten 
days'  time  was  voted  down,  and  the  trial 
ordered  to  proceed  on  the  30th.

The  Philadelphia  Ijedger,  commenting  on 
the  report  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital 
tor  Insane,  says :  The  number  of  insane 
persons  of  any  trade,  profession  or  pur- 
suit should  be  compared  with  the  whole 
number  of  perbons  similarly  employed,  in 
order  to  get  at  the  bearing  of  any  employ- 
ment on  the  health  of  the  jmind.  In  the 
report  under  consideration,  wnerc  lue  un  u- 

paiions  of  two  thousand  six  hundred  and 
ninety  male  patients  are  given,  there  are 
but  three  hundred  and  fifty-three  farmera 
It  is  true  that  they  outnumber  the  patients 
of  any  other  one  vocation ;  but  to  snow 
that  farmers  arc  more  pre  disposed  to  in- 
sanity tban  others,  they  should  outnumb  r 
all  others.    The  fact  i?,  as  any  comparison 
of  tho  fiiznres  will  show,  that  farmers  are 
far  less  bkely  to  derangement  of  the  mind 
than  almost  any  other  persons.    In  similar 
ways,  what  are  known  as  "the  learned 
professions"  have  been  held  to  be   less 
dibposed  toward    insanity,  because  there 
are  few  persons  from  those  professions  set 
down   in  tbe  stfttibtics;  yet,   out  ot   the 
foregoing  2.0(X)  paitents  whose  occupations 
are  given,  there  are  no  less  than  278  doc 
tors,    lawyers,  clergymen,   teachers   and 
students.     The   students    alone   number 
eiijbty-eight.    Now,  if  we  compare   the 
small  number  of  doctois,  ministers,  law- 
yers, teachers  and  students  with  the  sg- 
gregate  of  all  other  occupations,  it  will 
easily   be   seen    that    these    professions, 
through  tbe  wear  and  tear  of  mind,  unfor- 
tunately furnish  a  great  many  more  cases 
of  insanity  than  is  due  to  their  numbers 

The  numerous  ck«8  of  laborers  furnish 
only  199  out  of  2.699,  against  278  from 
the  learned  professions,  as  alcove  stated. 
Tho  tables  before  us  show  more  insane 
patients  from  the  ranks  of  tbe  doctors  and 
lawyers  tban  from  tbe  ranks  of  the  shoe- 
makers; and  yet  the  shoemakers,  as  a 
body,  outnumber  their  learned  brethren 
no  less  than  ten  to  one.

East  Tbnhkssee  Univehsitt  offers  six 
college  buildings  aud  one  hundred  acres  of 
land  as  a  location  fbr  the  Agricoltural  Col- 
lege. 

Two  fine  cows  were  killed  in  Belmont 
county,  Ind.,  by  drinking  brine  in  which 
meat  had  been  packed,  and  which  had 
been  carelessly  left  in  a  farmer's  yard. 

Sixty-five  years  ago,  a  lady  planted  her 
riding  whip,  a  slip  of  grape-vine,  in  Cali- 
fornia. It  struck  root  downward,  and 
bore  fruit  upward,  and  now  covers  a  space 
of  4,650  feet. 

California  farms  average  nearly  seven 
hundred  acres  each,  while  in  Massachu- 
setts they  average  only  ninety-four  acres. 
New  York  has  190.000  farms  and  Rhode 
Inland  only  6,000. 

CoL.  Capron,  Commissioner  of  Agri- 
culture, is  forming  a  collection  of  wheat, 
corn  and  other  cereals  from  all  parts  of  the 
world,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  agricultural 
societies  and  boards  of  trade  of  the  United 
Slates  will  see  that  the  national  portion  is 
complete. 

Faruebs  who  do  not  cultivate  or  ma- 
nure their  orchards,  or  prune  their  trees, 
are  very  often  to  be  heard  complaining  of 
the  failure  of  the  apple  crop,  and  attribut* 
ing  the  cunae  to  the  drought,  or  tbe  wet,  or 
tbe  frost— to  everything  but  their  own 
negligence. 

In  the  Niagara  river  there  is  an  island 
of  120  acres  where  peaches  never  fail 
On  both  sides,  the  water  flowing  rapidly 
never  freezes,  so  tbe  trees  are  not  kdled  by 
intense  (xild.  A  few  years  ago  tbis  island 
was  purchased  for  1 5  an  acre.  Labt  year 
tbe  crop  of  peaches  alone  sold  for  |7,000. 

PRESERViNa  Grapes  all  Winter. — 
Dr.  Terry  brought  in  some  grapes  which 
he  has  kept  fresh  and  perfect  by  packing 
them  in  a  keg  in  layers  with  leaves,  and 
bnrying  them  in  the  ground  below  the 
frost  line.  They  have  kept  all  winter  in 
an  excellent  condition.— Z>c<rort  Frte 
Press. 

French  Loaf  Cake.— Three  cups  of 
light  bread,  two  cups  of  white  sugar,  one 
cup  of  butler,  three  eggs,  one  nutmeg,  one 
small  teaspoonful  of  stxia,  rub  the  butter 
and  sugar  together,  then  work  in  the  eggs, 
and  la&tly  tbe  bread  and  fruit.  Bake  in  a 
loaf  one  hour  and  a  h  ilf, 

Every  farmer  siiouiu  leave  one  good 
hot  l>ed  in  which  to  rai^*  plants  of  vege- 
tables, etc,  sufliMent  to  stock  bis  garden. 
If  glass  is  not  available,  muslin  nailed  on 
light  frames,  or  oilcloth  of  any  kind  may 
be  substituted  for  it  with  good  tflect. 
Coarse  boards  will  make  a  frame,  and  ihere 
is  generally  plenty  of  stable  manure  on 
every  farm. 

At  a  meeting  of  a  Farmer's  Club  in 
Montgomery  county.  Pa.,  a  member  sab 
milted  a  report  of  some  experiments.  In 
corn  planting,  irom  which  it  appeared  that 
tbe  yield  of  com  from  rows  planted 
from  four  feet  to  six  feet  apart,  with  one 
stalk  to  each  foot  in  the  row,  was  larger 
as  th«  width  of  the  rows  increased  ;  that 
six  rows,  planted  four  feet  apart,  eave  at 
tbe  rate  ot  21  bushels  ol  first  quality  and 
17  bushels  of  second  quality  corn  to  tbe  half 
acre,  while  six  row?,  planted  six  feet  apart, 
gave  at  tbe  rate  of  3('^  bus^bels  of  first  and 
10  of  second  quality  corn.  The  club  voted, 
by  a  large  msjority,  in  favor  of  corn  in 
drills. 

Ho"w  to  Set  a  Hen. — We  have  found 
the.  most  convenient  way  to  set  hens  was 
to  get  a  common  tea  chest  or  box,  put  a 
portable  sloping  roof  to  it,  made  of  a  few 
pieces  of  board.  Cut  a  hole  at  one  end, 
libe  that  for  a  dog  kennel.  In  front  of  tbis 
put  a  wire  pen  or  a  frame  made  of  laths. 
Provide  the  ben  with  foe>dand  water  daily, 
and  you  need  not  be  under  anxiety  about 
your  hen  leavine  her  eggs  ;  she  cannot  get 
out,  and  will  return  on  the  eggs,  if  ready 
broody,  in  a  very  short  time.  In  this  way 
you  would  have  them  entirely  under  your 
command.  When  tbe  chickens  are  batched, 
I  find  these  same  boxes  answer  every  pur 
poEC ;  only  in  wet  weather,  if  a  shed  cannot 
be  had,  they  must  have  the  frame  covered 
with  canvas'  or  boards.— i'ii^cA:  Journal. 

Water  for  Poultry.— One  of  the  de- 
sirable, as  well  as  necessary  things  where 
fowls  are  kept  confired,  is  a  constant  sup 
ply  of  clean  water.  Avery  good  ''foun- 
tnin"  for  this  purpose  is  described  by  the 
New  England  Farmer.  It  i«  a  common  jug 
set  in  a  pan,  or  eTish,  a  trifle  larger  in  cir 
cumfercnce  than  the  jug.  The  jug  is  filled 
or  partly  filled  with  water,  and  tightly 
corked.  A  sm-iU  perforation  is  made  in 
the  bottom  of  the  jug,  through  which  the 
water  gradually  flurts  into  the  dish  or  pan 
in  which  it  is  placed,  so  as  to  secure  afresh 
and  constant  supply  for  the  poultry.  The 
same  object  may  l)e  obtained  by  the  use  of 
a  glass  bottle  filled  with  water  and  sup- 
ported in  an  erect  position,  with  the  r.cck 
or  nczz'e  near  the  bottom  of  a  dish  or 
trough,  beneath  the  sarface  of  the  water. 

— In  Searcy,  Arkansas,  a  pair  of  twin 
girls  were  born  a  lew  days  ago,  each  hav- 
ing twenty  fingers.  The  papers  out  there 
arc  sympathizing  in  advance  with  the 
future  husbands,  doomed  to  predcbtined 
scratched  faces,  with  double  the  ordinary 
allowance  of  finger-nails.

couditic^ :  the  guests  should  themselves 
cook  the  breaktast  they  were  to  eat,  ana 
afterward  they  were  to  wa:'h  the  di3h«>3 
and  put  everything  back  in  the  same  order 
in  which  they  found  it.  The  stipulation 
wa-5  ptoicilly  accejitcd.  Two  ladies  who 
have  four  or  live  hundred  thousand  francs 
a  year  to  spend,  the  lady  of  an  admiral,  a 
duchciS,  and  the  wives  of  two  foreign  mm- 
istt-rs  were  present  on  the  occassion,  an<* 
took  pari  in  the  novel  proceedings.  The 
dish  washing  <  ll'orts  ot  these  fashionable 
out  ier- lilts  intist  have  been  exceedingly 
amusing. 

Tltc  Deiuocrsiiir  l*ariy  and  tho

We 
wouhl  Retain  the  Government  in  the  hands 
of  the  jaci;  to  which  we  lielong.  We  would 
retain  it  in  the  bands  of  that  race  to  which 
you  belong,  and  to  which  ail  the  people 
who,  in  the  history  of  the  world,  have 
shown  any  capacity' for  self  government, 
havo  always,  without  one  single  exception, 
belonged.  This  bill  proposes  to  corrupt 
that  living  rncc,  not  »lone  in  the  South, 
but  throughoot  tho  entire  country.  It 
proposes  to  appeal  to  that  ignorant  ar,d 
interior  race  to  help  the  party  now  in  i 
pawer  to  retain  the  political  control  of  the 
country.  It  was  the  theory  an  1  doctrine 
of  our  aucef-tors  in  this  country,  of  the 
fithers'of  our  Constitution  and  our  system 
of  government,  that  civil  liberty  is  secured 
S)  long  only  as  it  rests  upon  the  founda- 
tion of  iho  iutolliccQce  and  virtue  of  the 
peopl,».  Js  it  proposed  now  to  extend  and 
wid.  n  and  deepen  those  foundatiotw  ? 

No;  it  is  propusod  to  undermine,  to 
subvert,  to  overthrow  thetn,  a»id  to  subsM- 
lute  for  thetn  the  sHUily  foundations  of  ne- 
gro ignorance,  incapacity  and  barbarism. 
This  "revolutionary  and  corrupting  policy 
is  demanded  by  no  existing  condition  of 
flings  in  ihc  country.  It  ctm  advance  the 
true  interests  of  no  class,  section,  or  State. 
It  may  give  lit  mporary  and  hateful  ascen- 
dancy to  a  parly.  Rtit  should  aity  party 
willing  Uiu-*  to  retain  power  be  trusted  by 
thecpuntry?.

We  are 
safe  8giint;t  the  Fowera  ot  l).irkne>'."»,  so 
far,  It  ihey  arc  as  ho&iilo  to  h'>t  betls  in 
America  la  in  Germauy.  Jahn  was 
'turown  i  ito  pris«)n,"  but,  being  a  gym- 
nast, no  doubt  he  came  ii«>wu  upou  hid 
Ugi  lie  vas  lei  ou  in  lS-5,  aud  lived, 
my  b«x>k  tills  me,  lo  see  gyinutisiios  intri>- 
duced  into  .he  sehiH>ls  by  Kt»yal  Drcree  in 
lS4i,  and  "  sOv-ieliea  of  young  men  tlouneh- 
iug  all  ov«r  Germany." 

From  Gi  rmany,  gymnastics  spread  to 
Denmark  iheuco  to  Sweden,  where  P.  U. 
Ling  deve  oped  a  peculiar  system,  aud 
especially  drew  men's  attention  to  the 
trcitiUkt  of  diseases  by  gymnastic  exer- 
cises. Into  Fiance  thtsir  gymnastics  were 
tirst  introiluced  by  Colonel  F.  Amoros. 
In  America  out  door  exercises  of  the  binly 
have  just  b. come  popular;  but  the  Ger- 
man systei  I  of  gymnastic  training  has 
been  introdaccd  by  athletic  and  gymnastic 
societies,  w  lich  are  now  prospering  aud 
multiplying  in  our  cities.  For  their  u.se, 
especially,  hut  aUo  f>>r  schools  and  private 
siudentsi  h(  re  in  Bumpus'  book  was  a 
treatise  wit  j  thet.Xfreises  and  pssitionsot 
tlie  b(xly  ot  the  Germ:in  system,  classilied 
and  explained  by  diagrams  aud  sketches,

thc8o  rules;  First",  l«ok  to  the  color  ;  if  it 
is  white,  with  a  yellowish  or  straw-colored 
tint,  buy  it.  if  il  is  very  white,  with  a 
blueish  cjist,  or  with  white  specs  in  it,  re- 
fuse it ;  second,  exHmiue  its  adhesiveness, 
wet  and  knead  a  little  of  it  between  your 
fingers;  if  it  works  soil  and  sticky,  it  is 
poor;  third,  throw  a  lump  of  dry  fl.mr 
against  a  smooth  surface,  if  it  falls  like 
p  )wder,  it  is  bad;  Iburth,  squeizu  somw 
of  the  flour  in  your  hand,  if  it  retains 
the  shape  giveu  by  the  jiressurc,  that 
to<.>  is  a  ^ood  sign  ;  titth,  place  a  thimble- 
ful of  it  m  the  palm  of  the  hand,  and  rub 
il  gently  with  the  linger  of  the  other  hand. 
If  It  smooths  dofl-n  under  the  fipgor,  feel- 
ing silky  and  slippery,  it  is  of  inferior 
qurility,  though  ot  fancy  brand,  high 
priced  and  wiiite  as  the  vir?in  6«ow  drift, 
It  has  beeu  cither  too  low  ground  or  made 
from  damaged  wheat,  or  pcrh-ips  having 
an  unusa!  per  centum  of  gluten — mur- 
dend  wiUi  tjull  burs,  and  will  never  mnke 
ffood,  light,  whoUsome  bieid.  But  it  the 
Hour  rubs  rough  in  the  palm,  feeling  like 
tine  s  irid,ai!d  Itas  an  orange  tint,  purchase 
contideutly.  Flour  that  will  bland  ail 
these  tei»ts,  it  is  eafe  to  buy.  It  will  not 
disippoint  you.  Such  dour,  whatever 
may  Iu;  its  branded  reputation,  though  its 
price  hi  at  the  lowed  figure,  wid  make 
good,  light,  nutritious  bread. — EicJ.ange.

Of  all  tho  birds  which  enliveunur  spring 
and  summer,  the  best  known  un  1  must  fa- 
miliar is  the  robin.  3Iany  others  are  be- 
decked with  gayer  plumige,  or  are  nrded 
f'»r  superior  vocal  powers  ;  lor  his  coat  of 
black  and  ashen  hue,  and  cbe-itnut  colored 
j  icket.  Comprise  a  dr.ss  too  fubdual  in 
lone  to  excite  admiring  alien  ion,  and, 
though  his  voice  is  very  rich  aud  sweet, 
his  strains  are  too  timplc  to  f-ignalizo  him 
amimg  the  birds  of  soug.  Y'et  he  is  an  es- 
pecial l»v«>rite,  winning  our  love  aud  se- 
curing our  protection  by  the  friemiUness 
and  fearless  tru'-t  he  manifestB 

Fondofm^n's  comiianioui-hip,  be  pre- 
frs  to  locate  his  abode  iu  the  vicinity  of  a 
hunvin  habitation,  building  a  diirai4«  nest 
of  straw  and  tiae  root.a,  closely  intirw«iven. 
plastered  on  the  in^ide  wiihnmd,}Uid  linca 
with  dry  grass.  We  seldom'  find  il  in  the 
depth  of  the  forest,  but  rather  in  the  or- 
chard, un:lcr  the  eaves  of  our  himsea,  and 
in  the  trees  which  overshadow  them.  The 
eggs  are  four  or  five  in  nunif)cr,  of  a  deep 
sea  green,  and  usually  two  or  three  broods 
are  raised  in  a  season.  The  breasts  of  the 
young  of  tho  tirst  summer  are  spickled 
with  white,  and  their  inelegant  figures 
suggest  to  us  ieailured  dumplings,  hover- 
ing with  uuaccush  med  wings  among  the 
thickets.  % 

Perhapfl  som'-what  rf  'hn  regard  wc 
cherish  tor  the  ro'-m,  hi-  ow«  .9  to  the  In- 
terebting  chariK  i«t  ol  tu'^  namesake  of 
Eoglaml.  But,  although  sirougly  resem 
bliiig  hira  in  hhhits  and  m  inners,  our  bird 
Is  tasentlally  intterent  in  many  particulars. 
Tho  Euglihh  redbniiSi  is  a  pla<n  browu 
bird,  and  is  nbout  half  the  i-ize  of  our 
robin.  He  is*  very  socinl  in  dispf»f-ition, 
flndiTig  hia  ne:t  in  almost  any  sheltered 
siiuaiion,  reinhiniii;^  iu  the  niighborluxKl 
of  settlements  during  winter  aiul  summer, 
and  caroling  his  simple  songs  through  all 
seasons  of  tho  year.  Endearing  himself 
by  such  pleasant  assocw;tion,  he  holds  a 
sort  of  Pacicl  position,  and  eveu  the 
schoolboys  forlx'ar  to  plunder  liis  nest,  or 
interfere  with  "  bobby  "  himself. 

The   robin  inhabits   nearly  the  entire 


oontio«nt  of  America,  tanging  fh>m  the 
coast  ot  the  Atlantic  to  the  slope  of  the 
Paciflc,  and  f^om  the  Arctic  cirolu  to  the 
bori!er8  of  (Alexico.  His  ne»ls  have  liuca 
discovered  aa  tar  norlii  as  thiit  (>7>li  pnrul- 
lel,  and  Lis  brief  lays  are  heard  during  the 
brief  summers  at  llnd&on's  Bay  ant)  in  the 
remote  far  regions. 

Ue  is  very  easily  domesticate^,  antl 
thrives  in  c«.>nrmemuut,  pro:ierving  the  na- 
tive purity  of  bis  voice,  and  his  natural 
dlspo-uiou  to  indulge  ia  frequent  bong. 
Wilson  mentions  au  instance  of  one  having 
lioen  reared  and  kept  fi^  seventeen  years. 
I'uhappily  his  life  was  terminated  by  one 
of  the  lulinc  eiiemienitf  his  race  iu  his  ap- 
parent primi,  lor  ho  had  shown  no  bigiis 
of  decay,  and'relaiucd  all  his  iaculiies  uu- 
impaired. 

it  surprises  and  sliocks  us  to  know  that 
he  id  held  in  high  esteem  by  voluptuous 
livers,  as  a  dainty  delicacy  for  the  table, 
aud  that  there  are  b  irbaiian^  in  the  land 
who  will  t-langbter  him  to  satisfy  the  cruel 
demand.  We  should  scarcely  lecoil  with 
greater  horror  at  the  thought  of  making  a 
houiubvuchd  of  the  heart  of  our  dearest 
friend. 

The  robin  is  omnivorous,  although  he 
subsists  almost  entirely  upon  larvae, 
worms,  and  insects,  which  ho  seeks  princi 
pally  upon  the  turlace  of  the  earth.  Ho 
resorts  to  berries,  seeds,  etc.,  only  when  the 
animal  food  he  prefers  is  inaccessible.  Be- 
ing exc  edingly  voracious,  he  isof  inestima- 
ble service  to  the  ho/iicuiturisl  and  gar- 
dener in  ridding  the  soil  of  variims  rav- 
ngers  of  vegetation.  We  extract  from 
"  Samuel's  Binls  of  New  England,"  the  fol- 
lowing interesting  account  of  experim  nts 
m  ide  in  the  rcariug  of  two  young  birds, 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  facts  rela- 
tive to  their  foixland  growth: 

When  caught,  the  two  were  quite  young, 
their  tail  iVaiherti  being  less  than  an  inch 
in  length,  aud  the  weight  of  each  about 
twenty  live  ptmny  weights— Jess  than  half 
the  Weight  of  the  fuli-growu  birds;  both 
were  plump  pigeons,  and  had  evidently 
been  vary  recently  turned  out  of  the  ncsl. 
He  began  feeding  them  with  earth-worms, 
giving  three  to  each  b  rd  that  night  The 
tec  >ud  day  he  give  them  ten  worms  each, 
w  hich  they  ate  ravenously.  Thinking  this 
beyond  what  their  parents  could  naiurally 
supply  thim  with,  he  limited  them  to  this 
allowance.  Oa  the  third  day,  he  gave 
them  tight  worms  each  in  tho  forenoon, 
but  in  the  aficrnoon  he  found  one  becom- 
ing feeble,  and  it  soon  lost  its  strength,  re- 
futed food,  and  died.  On  opening  it,  he 
fouiul  ihe  pioventticulus,  gi/zird  and  in- 
testines entirely  empty,  aud  concludctl, 
therelore,  th-it  it  died  from  want  of  tufli- 
cienl  food — the  ellect  of  hunger  being  in- 
creased, perhap.s  by  the  c  ild,  as  the  ihi  r- 
mometer  wa'^  about  sixty  degrees.  The 
other  bird,  still  vigorous,  hepuiiu  a  warm- 
er place,  and  increased  Its  food,  giving  it 
the  thud  day  lifieeu  worms,  on  the  fourth 
day  twentj  f  »ur,  ou  the  tifth  twenty-five, 
on  the  sixth  thirty,  and  on  thu  sevcuih 
thirty-one.  Tfey  seemed  iutiiflicient,  and 
the  bird  appeared  to  be  losing  plumpness 
and  vreight.  He  began  to  we'gh  both  the 
bird  and  its  fo.xl,  and  tho  res.ult8  were 
given  in  a  tabuLir  firm.  Ou  the  fifteenth 
day  he  tried  a  small  quantity  of  raw  moat, 
aud  finding  it  readily  eaten,  increased  il 
gradual.y  to  the  exclusion  of  worms. 
With  it  the  bird  ate  a  Urge  quantity  of 
earth  and  gravel,  and  drauK  freely  after 
eutiug.  By  tLe  table  it  appears  that, 
thougn  the  food  was  increased  to  forty 
worms,  weighirg  twenty  pennyweights,  oa 
the  7ih  (tay  the  weight  of  the  bird  rather 
fell  ofl ;  aud  it  was  not  until  the  fourteenth 
day,  when  he  ate  sixty-eight  worms,  or 
thirty  four  pennyweights,  that  he  began  to 
it-crease.  On  this  day  the  weight  of  the 
bird  wa3  twenty-tour  pennyweights;  he 
therefore  ate  foriy-one  per  cent,  more  than 
his  own  weight  in  twelve  hours,  weigh 
ing,  after  it,  twenty  nine  penny  weiguls, 
or  fifteen  per  cent,  less  than  the  food  he 
had  eaten  in  thai  lime.  Tiie  length  of  the 
worms,  if  laid  end  to  end.  would  be  about 
fourteen  feet,  or  ten  limes  the  length  of 
the  intestines. 

Ti>  meet  tho  objection  that  the  carlh 
worm  coiitdius  but  o,  boiull  qtiuutity  of  nu- 
tritious malttr,  on  the  twenty-seventh  day 
he  was  led  exclusively  on  beef,  in  quantity 
twenty-seven  p 'unj  weights.  At  night  the 
bird  weighed  fiity-two  pennyweights,  a  lit- 
tle less  than  twice  the  uraountof  food  con- 
sumed during  the  day,  tot  taking  into  ac 
count  the  water  and  earth  swallowed  * 
Man,  at  thi.^  rate,  would  eat  about  seventy 
pounds  ol  fiesh  a  day,  and  drink  five  or  six 
gallons  of  water. 

Tire  que.'^tion  immediately  presents  itself, 
IIow  Can  this  imraense  auiount  of  f<x)d, 
ntiuired  by  the  young  birde,  be  jujipliiel 
by  the  parent??  Supptjse  a  pair  of  old 
robins,  with  the  u.^ual  number  of  f -.ur 
young  ones.  The?c  would  require,  accord- 
irg  lo  the  consumptitm  of  this  bird,  two 
hundred  and  fifty  worms,  or  thsir  equiva- 
lent in  iute'^t  or  other  tond,  dai'y.  Sup- 
p  'fii-  the  parents  to  work  ten  hours,  or  &ix 
hundred  minutes,  to  procure  this  supply. 
This  would  be  a  worm  to  every  two  and 
two-rifihs  minutes,  or  each  ])are|^t  must 
procure  a  worm  or  its  equivalent  iu  less 
than  five  minutes  during  ten  hours,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  food  required  for  its  own 
sufport 

It  tMch  robin,  old  and  young,  requires 
for  Its  support  an  amount  of  food  iqu.il  to 
the  weight  consumeil  by  this  bird, it  is  ea<:y 
to  see  what  a  prodigious  havoc  ;» few  hun- 
dred of  these  must  make  upou  the  iusecLs 
of  au  orehard  or  nursery. 

The  robin  UiUiHy  migiates  to  a  warmer 
cUiuate  about  iht:  hist  of  October,  but  oc- 
CiS'oually  hardy  iudividu  dLS  are  met  with 
in  the  depth  of  w  inter.  H's  loud,  .animat- 
ing noUs  are  the  f5ist  which  we  hear  in 
the  early  sprini',  opvning  the  grand  con 
Cert  which  ii^  to  c  intinue  through  the  sea- 
son. His  Voice  lends  the  choirs  which  ctiaut 
mains  at  dawn  of  morning,  and  finishes 
the  vespers  which  they  chime  at  evening. 
Peculiarly  agreeable  is  his  cheery  custom 
of  eins^ing  in  the  midst  of  rain,  or  afii  r  a 
summer's  shower,  for  his  tones  are  litjutd 
in  sound  as  the  rain  drops  which  diip  from 
the  IcAvc-s  and  plash  on  the  wii^dows.  and 
ui'ncle  in  charming  consonance  with  them. 
We  lis'en  to  his  exultant  strains  whenever 
they  rt  cur  with  the  pleasure  that  we  listen 
to  an  anthtm  which  is  national,  and  thrills 
the  great  heait  ot  tiie  \)>:o}^\c.— Chicago 
Ecmirig  Post. 

A  CnuBCH  Mabe  oi't  or  Rags — There 
is  a  church  existing  near  tfcrgeu,  Prus-ia, 
which  can  contain  nearly  one  thous<»nd 
persons.

When  Frederick  II.  of  Pru'ssia 
set  up  a  limited  papier-mache  mnnulac- 
lory  at  Berlin,  in  17(55,  he  little  thought 
that  paper  cathedrals  might,  within  a  cen- 
tury, spring  out  of  bis  suuff  boxes,  by  the 
slight-ol-hand  of  art.  At  present  we  old- 
fashioned  Enclish,  who  haunt  calhedrali 
and  build  churches,  like  stone  better.  Bat 
there  is  no  saying  what  we  may  come  to. 
It  Is  not  very  long  tince  it  would  have 
been  an  impossible  lo  cover  tightien  acres 
wltii  glass  as  to  erect  a  pngoda  wiih  soap 
bubith  s,  yet  tho  thing  whs  done.  When 
we  think  of  a  psilm.  !.ung  by  l,Ot'0  voices 
pealing  Ihrouijh  tho  edifice  made  of  lags, 
and  the  univcrfal  ciement  bound  down  to 
carry  our  mes-ages  with  tho  speed  of  light, 
il  would  bo  prei*nmptuou9  io  tay  what 
cannot  bo  a'diicveJ  by  pci«ncc  and  art 
under  the  training  of  steady  old  Tiiue<.

Mr.  Washburnc,  of  Illinois,  should  be 
muzzlwd  He  is  in  his  dotage,  and  tells 
unpleasant  truths.  A  few  days  ago  he 
ch>irgtd  that  there  wtre  "rings"  in 
Congref^s,  and  compared  them  to

The  Eucceesor  of  Gen.  Hancock,  in  the 
fifth  military  district,  is  Brevi.  Maj  Gen. 
ltolH;rt  C.  Buchanan,  an  old  Fchool  cfllcer, 
who  graduated  in  June,  1830,  and  of  a 
conservative  Maryland  anccbtry.  Daring 
the  second  canvass  to  make  Mr.  Lincoln 
President,  Col.  B.  commanded  the  dis- 
trict of  New  Jersey.  His  duties  were  to 
superintend  recruiting  and  to  execute  con- 
Kcription,  in  which  service  he  won  gfneial 
respect.  The  New  Jersey  Radical  Execu- 
tive Committee  at  that  time  did  not  aspire 
to  command  the  army  of  the  Potomac,  and 
requested  his  aclive  co-operation  in  their 
schemes  to  carry  New  Jersey  for  Lincoln 
iind  Johnson.  He  refused  to  be  a  military 
politican  then,  and  as  a  conservative,  a 
telegram  was  sent  to  Lincoln  and  Stanton 
that  "  Col.  Buchanan  was  obstructing  the 
Republican  cause  in  New  Jersey,"  and  re- 
(luesting  his  removal.  He  was  removed 
and  took  the  field,  and  obtained  his  msj  n 
generalship  at  the  date  of  Lincoln's  re  elec- 
tion. Gen.  Buchanan's  selection  to  suc- 
ceed Gen.  Hancock  was  made  by  President 
Johnson  at  the  latter's  earnest  request.

Management  of  Poultut.  —Solon  Rob- 
inson, in  his  book,  FacUfjr  Farmers,  says : 
"If  you  don't  want  hens  in  mibchief,  feed 
them ;  and  at  times  when  it  is  really  neces- 
sary shut  them  in  a  poultry  j'ard  and  feed 
thtm ;  and  adopt  this  simple  rule  for  feed- 
ing fowl;,  known  to  mot  housewives  in 
the  country  who  have  charge  of  poultrx', 
but  it  may  be  useful  to  amateurs,  and  as  "it 
is  very  short  wc  print  it.  Here  it  is ;  Don't 
feed  too  much.  That  is  all ;  though  we 
may  add  that  food  should  never  be  given 
to  fowls  unless  they  are  hungry  enough  to 
"  run  crazy"  £.fcer  it ;  and  just  as  soon  as 
they  stop  running  crazy,  you  stop  throwitg 
feed,  and  never — uo,  never — leave  feed  ly- 
ing by  your  fowls  "for  them  to  eat  at 
leisure." 

Par.\sites  in  BntDCAGES. — Many  a  per- 
son has  watched  with  care  and  anxiety  a 
pet  canary,  gold-finch,  or  other  tiny  fa- 
vorite, evidently  in  a  state  of  perturbation, 
plucking  at  himself  continually,  his 
feathers  standing  all  wrong,  always  fidget- 
ing about,  and  in  every  way  looking  very 
seedy.  In  vain  is  his  food  changed,  and  in 
vain  is  another  saucer  of  clean  water  al- 
ways kept  in  his  cage,  and  all  that  kind- 
ness can  Buggest  for  the  little  prisoner 
done ;  but  still  all  is  of  no  use,  he  ia  no 
better — and  why  ?  Because  the  cause  of 
his  wretchedness  has  not  been  found  out, 
and  until  it  is,  other  attempts  are  but  vain. 
If  the  owner  of  a  pet  in  such  diliicultles 
will  takedown  the  cage  aad  cast  his  or 
her  eyes  up  to  the  roof  thereof,  there  will 
most  likely  be  seen  a  mass  of  stufl"  looking 
as  much  like  red  rust  as  anything ;  and 
from  thence  comes  the  cause  of  the  poor 
bird's  uneasiness.  The  rea  rust  is  nothing 
more  nor  lcs3  than  myriads  of  parasites  in- 
festing the  bird,  aud  for  which  water  is  no 
remedy.  There  is,  however,  a  remedy, 
and  one  easily  procurable  in  a  moment- 
fire.  By  procuring  a  lighted  candle  and 
holding  it  under  every  particle  of  the  top 
of  the  cage  till  all  c'aince  of  anything  be- 
ing left  alive  is  gote,  the  remedy  is  com- 
plete. Thti.pet  will  soon  brighten  up 
again  alter  his  "  house  warming,"  and  will, 
in  his  cheerful  and  delightlui  way,  thank 
his  master  or  mistress  over  and  over  again 
for  this,  though  slight,  to  him,  important 
assistance. — Laiul  and  Water. 

AcvTE  ForxDER  IX  UoRSES. — Thisis  in- 
flammation ot  the  feet.  It  is  caused  by 
over-driving,  and  then  allowing  the  horse 
to  stand  iu  a  cold  place,  or  drink  enough 
cold  water  to  get  a  chill.  By  over-driving, 
we  mean  that  amount  of  driving  which  uses 
up  vital  energj'  too  much,  whether  it  be 
ten  miles  or  fifty.  This  must  depend  upon 
the  condition  ot  the  horse  at  the  time.  No 
horse  is  fit  to  drive  far,  that  has  not  been 
fed  grain  in  moderate  quauiities  for  some 
length  of  time.  No  horse  is  fit  to  drive 
far,  that  has  been  overfed— he  will  be  lia- 
ble to  purge,  aud  founder  is  very  liable  to 
supervene  diarr.hea.  The  foundered  horse 
does  not  like  to  move  out  of  his  tracks. 
If  he  lies  down,  he  lies  on  his  side, 
with  his  limbs  stretched  out.  His  respira- 
tions will  be  hurried  ;  his  pulse  quick. 

The  first  thing  to  be  done,  is  tOi;ive  him 
a  wide  stall;  call  the  smith,  let  him  cut 
the  clinches  and  take  cfl'the  shoes;  let  the 
nail."*  lie  drawn  one  by  one,  carefully. 
Give  him  one  drachm  of  emetic  tartar,  two 
drachms  ofsaltpeter,  to  which,  if  his  bowels 
are  constipated,  add  one  drachm  barbadoes 
aloes,  once  in  six  hours,  untU  his  bowels 
are  open;  then  stop  the  aloes  and  continue 
the  emetic  tartar  and  saltpeter,  until  his 
pulse  and  respiratitms  are  bearly  natural, 
and  then  change  the  treatment  for  fluid 
extract  colchicum  one  ounce  in  the  same 
time. 

Let  the  horse  lie  down  all  he  will — do 
not  compel  him  to  rise;  keep  other  ani- 
mals away  from  him  as  much  as  possible. 
The  sick  horse  needs  to  be  kept  quiet. 
There  are  generally  too  many  people 
around  sick  animals,  horses  especially. 
Give  him  water  in  small  quantities,  and  oft- 
en ;  never  enough  at  a  time  to  give  Idm  a 
chill.  For  feed,  if  in  the  summer,  fresh 
grass;  if  in  the  winter,  CArrots  or  bran 
mashes,  with  some  hay.  This  will  be  the 
best  feed  for  him.  When  he  recovers, 
do  not  put  him  to  work  too  soon. — L'x-

— "  Lane's  Respirator  and  Smoke  Pro- 
tector" is  tho  name  of  a  new  invention 
recently  tested  in  Chicago.  The  appliance 
consists  of  an  Inula  lubber  fire-proof 
jacket,  so  made  as  to  be  rcidily  filled  with 
air  by  means  of  a  handle  attached  to  the 
back  of  the  jaclet,  which  can  l>e  raised 
and  depressed  alternately.  A  rubber  tube 
connecis  the  j  icket  with  a  hcimet,  which 
covers  the  heaii  and  face  and  prevents  the 
admission  of  air  or  smoke  from  without. 
Glass  strips  are  inserted  In  the  front  of  the 
helmet,  which  enable  tho  wcaier  to  see 
clearly.  Tho  experiment  was  a  success, 
the  wearer  of  the  Protector  remaining  iu 
a  basement  cellar,  rendered  nearly  air- 
tight and  filled  with  smoke,  for  fifteen  and 
a  half  minutes,  without  suffering  any  in- 
convenience.

In  the  con- 
versation, Stokes  said  that,  if  Johnson 
were  not  convicted,  there  would  hr  blood- 
shed in  Tennessee.  One  would  like  to 
know  by  whom  the  said  blood  is  to  be 
shetl."

Delegates  to  tie 
Natii'iiiil  Convention  were  chosen,  resola- 
tious  adopted,  etc.,  and  the  Conventim 
adj  Hirnei.1. 

Tue  entire  Kingdom  of  Spain  is  repo  t- 
ed  to  be  aijilated  by  revolutionary  disiiuij  t, 
and  martial  law  has  been  proclaimtd  in  tlie 
province  of  Catalonia. 

During  the  evening  •erviccs  in  St.  3Ia- 
ry's  Church,  Chicago,  on  the  evening  of 
Gi>od  Fiiday  (10th).  when  about  2,(XH)p»  r- 
6i>DS  were  in  alltndacce,  a  panic  was  cie- 
atcd  by  the  btcc.kiag  of  a  seat  and  a  false 
alarm  I'f  lire,  atd  a  i,'eneral  stampede  CQ- 
biicd.  In  the  excitement,  the  crowd  near- 
Ci^t  tho  doors  became  'wedged  in,  prevei  t- 
ing  the  d>.K>rs  from  bving  opened,  and  thr  ,'e 
women  were  killed  and  many  others  seri- 
■-r'rly,  atui  probably  tatally,  injured. 

Janus  H.  Leonard,  a  passenger  on  board 
the  Se:i  Bird  at  the  time  of  its  burnin  ;, 
had  a  very  miraculous  escape,  making  the 
third  person  known  in  Chicago,  on  the 
llth,  to  have  survived  the  disaster,  lie 
tl  >att'd  for  upwards  of  twelve  hours  »'n 
the  wheel-house,  and  landed  near  Evai  s- 
U<v,  iu  a  chilled  ard  exhausted  condition. 
As  near  as  had  been  ascertained  on  the 
lltU,  probably  seventytive  persons  lot 
their  lives  by  the  burning  of  the  Sea  Bird. 

A  M<  utreal  special  to  the  New  York 
ILr.ild  on  the  lOih,  says  the  prisoner  Wh*- 
lan,  in  Ottawa,  it  has  been  proved  almi  st 
beyond  doubt,  was  the  murderer  of  Al  r. 
McGee.  A  quantity  of  corresponden --e 
with  New  York  Fenians  has  been  ui- 
earthed,  implicating  a  good  many  notable 
in  that  organization.  Whelan  is  said  to  !« 
a  member  of  a  New  York  Fenian  circli\ 
A  plot  has  been  discovered  to  blow  up  the 
House  of  Parliament  by  means  ot  nitr  > 
glycerine. 

A  New  York  dispatch  of  the  13lh  says 
that  a  K-y  West  letter  states  that  reports 
are  current  that  the  Indian  tribes  of  Flor- 
ida have  declared  war  against  the  Unit<  d 
Statea.  aiid  committed  the  overt  act  ly 
burning  a  while  man  at  the  stake. 

The  luaeral  of  D'Arcy  McGee  was  at- 
tended by  over  lOO.COO  people  at  Ottawi, 
Canada,  on  the  IGth. 

General  Meade  has  issued  an  order  to  tl^e 
military  authorities  in  Georgia  for  the  pre- 
servation of  peace  during  the  election. 
All  persons  are  firbidden  to  carry  arms  ;it 
ppliticai  gatherings  or  at  the  electi.  n 
polls. 

A  block  of  ten  new  and  unfinished 
three-story  buildings  in  Chicago  wis 
blown  down  on  the  ll*h,  while  over  fif  y 
men  were  at  work  upon  it,  all  of  who.n 
were  buried  in  the  ruins  and  eight  eeriouj- 
ly  injured,  but  none  killed. 

Receipts  from  internal  revenue  duriig 
tho  week  ending  April  11  were  $2,7ur,- 
843.  Fractional  currency  issued  for  tie 
wetk,  $408.000 ;  destroyed,  $337,000.  N  i- 
tiocal  Bank  notes  issue-l,  $75,670. 

A  great  political  mass  meeting  of  the 
Liberal  party  was  held  in  London  on  tl.e 
night  of  the  16ih.  Resolutions  we.'e 
adopted  by  acclamation,  amidst  great  e  i- 
thusiasm,  declaring  that  thedisendowmeut 
of  all  religious  sects  in  Ireland  is  rigl  t, 
and  is  imperatively  demanded,  and  Ih  it 
the  Tories,  in  keeping  office  after  the  re- 
cent vote  of  the  House  of  Commons 
against  them,  violate  the  constitution  il 
usage,  and  they  should  give  place  to  M  r. 
Gladitooe  and  the  leaders  of  the  majoriiy 
in  Parliament. 

The  Emperor  of  Russia  has  consented  'o 
a  delay  in  the  payment  by  the  United 
Statps  of  the  sum  stipulated  iu  the  treay 
in  the  transler  of  the  Territory  of  Alaski, 
and  the  time  now  aasigned  for  the  pay- 
ment i^  the  Ist  of  May  next. 

An  Ottawa  (Canada)  dispatch  of  tie 
l6th  says:  "The  investigation  in  the  as- 
sassination continued  all  day.  A  larj  e 
number  of  witnesses  were  examined,  ard 
some  new  testimony  elicited  of  a  moU 
damaging  character  against  Whelan." 

Al  the  election  lor  United  States  Seni- 
tors  in  Arkansas,  on  the  16th,  B.  F.  Hire 
wai"  chosen  for  the  long  term,  and  it- 
McDonald  for  the  short  term.  The  entire 
Congressional  delegation  would  immcc  i- 
ately  leave  for  Washington.  The  Legis- 
lature unanimously  adopted  the  fourteenth 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  tic 
United  States. 

General  Meade  has  issued  an  order  siz- 
ing it  A3  his  opinion  that  all  members 
elected  to  the  Legislature  in  Georgia  will 
have  to  take  the  te?t  oath. 

The  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  up<n 
the  motion  to  dismiss  the  McCardle  cas^e, 
which  was  overruled  some  time  since,  w:i8 
made  public  in  full  on  the  16lh.  The  de- 
cision id  that  the  Court  has  jurisdiction  n 
the  case.  This  will  enable  the  Court,  the 
late  legislation  of  Congress  to  the  contrar /, 
to  decide  as  to  tb«  constitutionality  of  tJ.e 
Reconstruction  laws. 

The  Prince  of  Wales  met  with  a  br  1- 
liant  reception  at  Dublin,  on  the  15th. 

Gen.  Napier  reports,  in  his  dispatch  re- 
ceived in  London  on  the  16th,  that  he  left 
Lab  on  the  23d,  and  is  passing  in  a  sout  i- 
westerly  direction.  The  column  of  ad- 
vance was  within  tixty  miles  of  Magdal  i, 
and  twenty  miles  of  that  distance  hid 
been  encccssfully  reconnoitered.  The 
troops  of  the  expedition  were  in  good  spi  r- 
its  and  eager  fur  a  fight.

A  dispatch  received  in  New  York  from 
Port  Jervia  on  the  17th,  announced  that 
tho  wounded  iu  tho  Erie  disaster  were  do- 
ing well.

At  1:15  on  the  lOtb,  Mr.  Curtis  resumcil 
his  opening  argument  before  the  Impeach- 
ment Court,  and  concluded  at  2:15.  Gen- 
eral Thomas  was  then  sworn  aa  a  witness, 
and  teslitieil  as  to  his  instructions  from  the 
President  reKtive  to  obtaining  possession 
of  tho  War  Ortice,  denying  that  the  latter 
h;'.d  ever  told  him  to  use  lorce  to  get  Stan- 
t(^n  out.  Objection  was  twice  made  by  the 
Managers  to  a  portion  if  tue  evidence 
M^ught  to  be  introeluceil  through  General 
Thom-o-s,  but  was  not  sustained  by  the  Sen- 
ate On  tho  cioss-cxaminatir>n.  Gen. 
Thomas  admitted  he  had  talked  of  using 
force  to  get  possession  of  the  War  Office, 
and  his  intent  to  do  so  at  one  time  was  in 
reverse  of  the  President's  order.  At  5:20 
the  Court  adjourned. 

The  Court  was  called  to  order  at  noon 
on  the  llth.  General  Thomas  was  re- 
called ;  he  stated  that  the  President  told 
him  to  take  charge  of  the  War  Office,  in- 
stead of  to  take  possession  ;  on  the  cross- 
examination,  the  witness  made  corrections, 
r.s  to  dates,  etc.,  in  his  testimony  of  the 
day  previous*  and  claimed  that  he  had  not 
seriously  threatened  to  use  force  to  get 
possession  of  the  War  Office.  General 
Sherman  was  called  as  a  witness ;  objection 
was  made  by  the  Managers  to  the  question 
as  to  what  conversation  had  taken  place 
between  him  and  the  President  in  regard 
to  Stanton's  removal;  the  Chief  Justice 
ruled  the  question  admis.«tible,  but,  after 
considerable  deb.ite,  the  S  jnate  refused  to 
allow  it,  by  23  to  28 ;  objection  was  also 
made  and  su?lained  to  the  question  as  to 
what  the  witness  knew  about  the  creating 
of  the  Department  of  the  Atlantic;  the 
General  testified  that  the  President  ten 
dered  him  the  office  of  Secretary  of  Waiad 
inUrim,  on  two  occasions,  January  25th  and 
30ih,  and  he  replied  to  these  In  writing  on 
the  37th  and  31st ;  Mr.  Stanton  was  in  of 
fice  at  the  time ;  objection  was  made  to  the 
question  if  anything  else  occurred  between 
witness  and  the  President  about  the  ofler 
when  tirsi  made,  and  the  question  was  de- 
cided iiiadmis-;ibU',  23  to  2y  ;  objection  was 
also  made  toother  interrogatories  concern- 
ing wh.il  conversation  had  taken  place  be- 
tween witness  and  the  President  relating 
to  the  War  Offloe,  and  ruled  icadmifsible 
by  the  Senate,  when  Mr.  Stanbery  said, 
under  these  rulings  the  counsel  were  not 
prepared  at  present  to  ask  further  questions 
of  General  Shermin,  but  would,  perhaps, 
desire  to  recall  him  on  Monday,  whereupon, 
at  4:40  the  Court  adjourned. 

In  the  Impeachment  Court,  13th,  the 
attempt  to  change  the  rule  so  as  to  allow 
as  many  c-f  the  Managers  and  counsel  to 
participate  in  final  debate  as  may  wish  to 
do  so,  was  negatived— 10  to  38— so  the  rule 
remained  unchanged.  The  examination 
of  General  Sherman  was  resumed  ;  he  was 
asked  if,  after  the  restoratiim  of  Mr.  Stan- 
ton, he  had  formed  an  opinion  as  to 
whether  the  good  of  the  service  required 
another  man  in  the  War  Office,  and  if  he 
had  expresecd  that  opinion  to  the  Presi- 
dent ;  objected  to,  and  after  debate  ques- 
tion not  admilttd— 15  to  35  ;  he  was  asked 
if,  before  the  removal  of  Mr.  Stanton,  he 
had  advised  the  President  that  he  should 
be  removed;  queMion  rejected— 18  to  32 
Mr.  R.  J.  Mtigp,  Clerk  of  the  District  Su- 
preme Court,  testified  he  bfflxed  the  seal  to 
the  warrant  for  the  arrest  of  General 
Thomas  at  about  2  o'clock  on  the  morning 
of  February  22d.  The  warrant  and  the 
a'Udavit  of  Mr.  Stsnton  on  which  it  was 
issued  were  offered  in  evidence,  and  ob- 
jected to;  decided  admissible  by  the  Chief 
Justice,  and  decision  sustained — 84  to  17. 
Mr.  Johnson  then  asked  General  Sherman 
if  tiie  President,  at  the  time  of  tendering 
him  the  <  ffice  of  Secretary  of  War  ad  in 
terim,  stated  what  was  his  purpose  in  so 
doiig  ;  objected  to,  but  qnestion  allowed— 
26  to 22— and  answered  affirmatively;  the 
witness  was  then  asked  to  slate  what  the 
President  said  that  purpose  was ;  ob- 
jected to,  luid  decided  admissible  by  the 
Chief  Justice,  as  tending  to  show  the  im- 
port of  the  President's  action;  decision 
sustained— 26  to  25— and  General  Sber- 
man  stated  in  substance  that  the  President 
said  the  relations  between  himself  and  Mr. 
Stanton  and  between  Mr.  Stanton  and  the 
members  of  the  Cabinet  were  such  that  he 
could  not  execute  the  office  he  tiiled 
as  President  of  the  United  States  with- 
out making  provi3ii>n  for  an  ad  inte- 
rim occupation  of  the  office  of  Sec 
retary  of  War ;  and  th-it  he  had  a  right, 
under  the  law,  and  his  purpose  was  to 
have  the  office  administered  in  the  inter- 
ests of  the  army  and  country,  and  he  of- 
fered the  position  lo  me;  that  his  purpose 
was  to  bring  the  matter  into  the  Courts 
directly  ;  I  afekcd  him  why  lawyers  could 
not  make  a  Ciise;  I  did  not  wish  to  be 
brought  as  an  officer  of  tho  army  into  the 
controversy  ;  his  answer  was  that  it  was 
found  impossible;  that  a  ca.se  could  not 
be  made  up;  but,  taid  he,  "If  we  could 
bring  the  case  into  tho  courts,  it  would 
not  stand  for  an  hour ;"  on  a  question  be 
ing  put  to  vfitness  by  Mr.  Stanbery 
whether  he  had  answcrixl  as  to  both  occa- 
sions, considerable  debate  ensued,  after 
which  the  questions  put  by  Mr.  Johnson 
were  read,  and  General  Sherman  stated 
that  on  the  first  interview  the  President 
confined  himself  to  general  terms,  and 
witness  gave  him  no  definite  answer ;  on 
the  second  interview,  he  underslo<xl  it  to 
be  the  constitutionality  of  the  Tenure-of- 
Offlce  act  which  the  President  seemed 
desirous  of  having  decided ;  the 
witncfs  stated  to  the  President  •  he 
might  bo  willing  to  administer  the  office 
ad  interim,  if  Air.  Stanton  would  simply 
retire;  the  President  thought  Mr.  Stanton 
would  make  no  opposition  ;  witness  gave 
his  finnl  answer  to  the  President  in  writ- 
ing; his  reasons  for  declining  the  office 
were  mostly  personal  in  their  nature ;  the 
President  dirt  not  convey  to  witness'  mind 
that  he  should  use  force  to  remove  Stan- 
ton, but  did  say  he  could  have  no  more  of- 
ficial intercourse  with  him;  the  Senate  re- 
fused to  admit  the  (picslion  as  to  whether 
witness  gave  the  President  any  advice  on 
the  subj'.-ct.  The  Managers  notified  Gen- 
eral Sberman  that  they  would  require  his 
attendance  in  the  morning,  and  he  left  the 
stand.  Mr.  Meigs  produced  tbe  docket 
book,  from  w Lie h  lie  read  the  entries  in 
tbe  Thomas  and  Stanton  case,  and  the 
Court  at  4:3U  adjourned. 

After  the  opening  of  the  Impeachment 
Court  on  the  14th,  Mr.  Evarts  stated  that 
Mr.  Stanbery  was  ill,  but  would  be  able  to 
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re«u««  hU  d«ttcf  wUbltt  tyrty-Alftht 
boun— po««lLly  on  the  15lh.  lie  asked 
tho  indulgence  of  the  Court,  whereupon  a 
motion  tow^lournwas  agreed  to,  Messrs. 
Sumner  and  Pomeroy  alone  voting 
against  it. 

On  thu  opening  of  the  Court  on  tho  l&tb, 
the  question  ot  extending  thu  rule*  SO  M 
to  allow  more  than  two  to  speak  on  a  side 
in  closing  was  indefinitely  postponed— 34 
to  15.  Mr.  Evnrta  announced  that  Mr. 
Btanbery  was  better,  and  would  probably' 
bo  present  on  the  liUh  ;  and  that  the  coun- 
sel, wishing  t(»  av«)id  delay,  would  proceed 
to  oiler  documentary  evidence.  The  moi- 
BHgu  uomiuatiug  Tht>mas  Ewlog  as  Secre- 
tary of  War  was  ollered  and  received. 
Tho  nie»<iigoof  iho  President  to  the  Sen- 
ate ou  the  24ih  ot  February  was  ullurcd  iu 
evidence,  and  rejected  alter  considerable 
debate.  Other  dticumeutary  evidence  was 
intro*iuced,  after  which  the  Court  ad- 
jour  ued. 

In  the  Impeachment  Court,  on  the  16lh, 
Mr.  Sunnier  cllered  an  order  to  admit  all 
evidence  which  might  be  ollered  ;  tabled 
—33  to  11.  Mr.  Stanbery  Hli II  continued 
too  ill  lo  ba  in  atteudanc,  '>ut  .'\lr.  Evarts 
aunouiiciil  that  they  wdu  i'  pi.«i(  ed  as  far 
as  possible  without  "him.  Mr.  W  Uter  Cox 
was  called,  and  nhjecliou  mnde  t.i  the  cvi- 
denc-e  rfierel  throuph  him;  olj'CtitMi 
overruled- 2l»  to  21— and  Mr.  Cox  testified 
th;it  the  Prcfcidenl  had  wisheil  him  to  con- 
sult witii  Mr.  Stanbery,  with  regard  \a) 
having  proceedings  institute.!  to  test  the 
constiiuiionality  of  the  Tenure  of-ofllce 
act,  iu  the  Vlanton-Thomas  catse  ;  witness 
moved  Tliomas'  discharge,  so  as  to  force 
his  committal  and  then  apply  for  a  writ  of 
habeas  corpus,  but  thedisi-hargc  was  grant- 
ed ;  witness  considered  himself  as  counsel 
lor  tho  President,  but  appeared  before 
Ju<i;;e  Carter  as  counsel  for  Thomas, 
and  did  not  elate  that  his  purpose 
was  to  get  the  case  iu  train  to  lest 
the  conslitutii^nallfy  of  tho  Tenure-of- 
Office  law,  but  suppinjed  the  Court  and  op- 
posing counfe!  divmod  tho  oljc'ct ;  he  had 
never  received  authority  from  ihe  Attor- 
ney General  or  President  to  use  the  papers 
on  which  he  proposed  to  obtain  a  ^uo  war- 
ranto, but  they  were  returned  to  him  a 
few  days  ago,  by  Mr.  Stanb.  ry,  with  a 
verbal  message  toi  him  and  Mr.  Merrick 
to  use  them  in  their  discretion.  R.  S.  Mer- 
rick testitied  thut  he  was  employed  as 
counsel  by  General  Thomas;  on  tho  22i 
of  February,  he  went  to  sec  the  President, 
and  during  the  interview,  the  Attorney 
General  told  the  witness,  iu  the  presence 
of  tho  Presideut,  to  sec  if  he  could  carry 
up  the  case  to  the  Suprema  Court  on  a 
writ  of  luibcas  corpus;  the  President's 
counsel.  Mi.  Cox,  and  witne.'-a  agreed  to 
work  together  lo  accomplibh  this  pur- 
pose; witness'  testimony  relative  to 
the  tfl'orts  made  in  the  case  was 
similar  to  that  of  Mr.  Cox.  E. 
O.  Pcrrin,  of  Long  Island,  was  called, 
and  If  stifled  to  sceirgtbe  President  oa  the 
2l8t  of  February,  about  two  p.  m  ,  in  com- 
piry  with  Con;jrcsaman  Seelyc.  Counsel 
then  oflered  to  prove  that  the  President 
Informed  them  (Perrin  and  Setlye)  he  had 
removed  Stanton,  but  would  coon  send 
into  thj  Senate  a  good  name  lor  the  posi 
tiou  ;  that  he  did  not  anticipate  resistance, 
and  regarded  the  arrangement  as  tempo- 
rary. Mr.  Butler  objected,  and  after  argu- 
ment, the  question  was  ruled  out  by  the 
Senate.  Mr.  Evarts  had  colhicg  more  to 
ask  iu  that  viow,  and  suggeated«ftn  adjourn- 
ment. Mr.  Butler  opposed  it  iu  a  long 
eppfch,  after  which  the  Senate  atlj'"»urned. 
Joseph  H."  Bradley,  attorney,  Washing- 
to,  and  E.'gar  Welles,  son  of  Secretary 
Welles,  were,  on  the  IGth,  summoned  as 
wilnesaea  for  the  President. 

After  the  ripening  of  the  Court  on  the 
17th,  an  order  was  adopted— 29  to  13— 
that  hfreafler  Die  Senate,  aa  a  Court  of 
Impeachment,  shall  mtet  at  11  a.  m.  On 
moiion,  certain  tabular  statements  pub- 
lished in  the  HMe&ssL  partol  Mr.  Butler's 
speech  on  the  lOlh,  and  which  were  nett 
read  in  the  Senate,  were  ordered  to  be 
stricken  out  oi'  the  rffijial  report  of  the 
trial.  W.  W.  Armstronc,  of  the  Cleveland 
Piaindealer,  tc-tified  thi*l  the  President 
spoke  there  only  on  boiici»litm  ;  the  inter- 
ruptions by  tr,e  crowd  were  kept  up  most 
of  the  time,  and  were  re8pon''cd  to  by  the 
President.  Barton  Able,  of  St.  Louis,  tes- 
tified that  the  I'resident  reluctantly  con- 
sented to  make  a  speech  from  the  balcony 
of  the  Southtiii  Hotel  m  St.  Lvmis;  he 
told  the  committee  that  lie  would  make 
only  a  short  f  peech  ;  on  the  cross  exami- 
nation, witness  slated  tiiat  the  President 
Was  li»»tened  to  respectfully  when  speaking 
al  the  lending ;  witness  remained  ins'de 
while  the  Pies^idcut  was  speaking  from 
the  hotel  balcony,  and  did  not  see  any  per- 
sons try  to  draw  him  ou  bo  hs  to  get  him 
to  desist  from  speaking.  George  Knapp, 
proprietor  of  the  St.  Louis  Rtpub- 
licun,  testificHl  that  he  and  Capiain 
Able  advised  the  Pre-iident  to  respond 
to  the  calls  of  the  crowd,  and  go  out  to 
speak  to  them ;  the  Pitfeideat  consented 
with  reluctane'e ;  the  cro>vd  was  al  the 
time  very  disorderly  ;  wifnes."  listened  to  a 
portion  of  the  speech  ;  did  not  hear  any- 
thing about  Juda.o  or  John  Bull;  the  iZe- 
puUioin  and  Democrat  publithud  the  speech 
on  Sunday,  and  on  Monday  he  gave  direc- 
tions to  crrecl  the  speech  for  the 
second  publication ;  does  not  recollect 
whether  he  has  ever  complained  that 
his  directions  were  not  carried 
out.  Henry  Scidner,  shorthand  reporter 
for  the  ii'/yMWiC«;j,re;)orted  the  speech  and 
corrected  il  for  publication  on  Monday  ; 
compared  the  report  of  tho  speech  pub 
lished  in  the  Demorrnt  with  his  own  pub- 
lished in  the  liepubliom ;  made  thu  com- 
parison April  llth, and  wrote  one  accurate 
memoranda  of  about  fixty  ditlerences;  the 
memoranda  were  put  in  cviilence  ;  on  the 
cri>sB-ex''.m:nation,  witness  gave  examples 
of  the  diflerenoc  to  show  inat  the  Djrno- 
crat  had  left  out  ciualifying  words 
to  tbe  prejudice  of  tho  President. 
Mr.  Curtis  then  put  in  as  evidence  the 
commission  issued  by  President  Adams  ap- 
pointing Wasrhingtou  as  Lieutenant  Gen- 
eral ;  also  a  document  8b()wing  the  par- 
ticulars of  all  removals  of  eifficers  under 
the  Department  of  the  Interior.

Seward,  Assi.slant  Secretary  of  State,  tes 
titied  to  appointments  of  Vice  Consuls  ad 
interim,  which  are  sometimes  necessary  to 
be  made  by  the  Dopartmenl  for  tbe  inter- 
ests of  the  service,  and  which  are  maele  in 
conformity  with  the  statute  law.  Mr. 
Curtis  then  put  in  as  evidence  a  list  of 
Consuls  appointed  during  the  sessions  of 
tbe  Senate.  Secretary  Welles,  of  the  Navy, 
testitie'd  that  he  called  on  the  Prc?idcnton 
the  22 1  ('f  February  and  told  him  that  his

Mr.  Butler  objected  to  the  witness  stating 
what  passed  between  the  President  and 
himself;  aflerdebate,  evidence  decided  ad- 
missihlo- 26  to  23— and  witness  statetl 
that  the  President  told  the  Calnnet  that 
he  had  nm<>vfd  Mr.  Stanton  and  ap- 
pointed General  Thomas,  who  was  then 
in  possession,  Mr.  Stanton  Bccjuiesciog, 
requiring  only  time  enough  to  remove  his 
papers;  next  day  witnops  saw  the  nomina- 
tion of  Mr.  Ewii'ig  prepare<l  in  the  hands 
of  the  President;  the  Tenure  of  Office

unconstitutional,  and  S(M:retarie'8  Seward 
,lind  Stantcm  undertook  to  prepare  the 
veto  message,  and  also  to  show  what  fur- 
ther action  was  taken  during  the  ten  days 
followintr.  Mr.  Butler  argued  at  length 
against  the  admissibility  of  such  evidence.

Tbe  IVe^r  Tork  &.  Krlo  Accident. 

A  New  York  telegram  of  the  16th  gives 
the  following  account  of  the  accident : 

"Thetrsinon  the  Erie  Railway  which 
left  Buflalo  at  3:20  on  Tuesday  afternoon, 
in  charge  of  conductor  Judd,  and  Charles 
Douglas,  Superintendent  of  the  division, 
and  carrying  three  sleeping  cars,  two  first- 
class  and  one  second-class  car,  two  bag- 
gage cars,  and  one  postal  car,  proceeded 
on  time,  making  the  usual  stoppages,  uulil 
evening,  when  the  passengers  in  the  sleep- 
ing cars  retired  for  the  night.  At  about 
five  o'clock  yesterday  morniug,  Mr.  Ames 
and  Mr.  llorton,  of  the  General  PostolHce, 
in  charge  of  tho  postal  car,  saw  the  bell 
rope  straighten  out  and  break  in  two,  when 
Conductor  Judd  immediately  remarked  to 
one  ot  the  officers  that  he  had  lost  his  rear 
cars.  Tiiey  run  to  the  platform  ef  the  car, 
when  the  four  rear  c.irs  were  s-ceu  running 
down  a  precipice  from  seventy-five  to  a 
hundred  feet  high.  The  scene  of  the  acci- 
dent is  thirteen  miles  beyond  Port  Jer- 
vis,  on  the  Delaware  Division  of  the 
roaid.  The  sides  of  the  pccipice  aro 
formed  of  jagged  rocks.  In  the  descent, 
the  e^rs  were  broken  to  pieces.  Al  the 
bottom  is  a  culvert,  through  which  flows  a 
stream  of  water  emptying  into  the  Dela- 
ware. An  impression  prevails  that  the 
disaster  was  caused  by  a  broken  rail,  which 
threw  tho  rear  car  from  tlie  trsclc.  This 
di>iplaced  the  thiee  cars  imniedlalely  in 
front,  and,  the  connections  breauirg,  the 
whole  were  precipitated  down  the  cm- 
b.inkmeut.  Conductor  Ju''dand  Division 
Superintendent  Douglas  were  slightly  in- 
jure 1.  The  cars,  in  going  over  the  em- 
binkmeut,  ttirntd  over  sevt.ral  limes  be- 
fore tht)  bolt  m  was  reached,  ar.d  were 
nearly  demolished.  The  slopping  cars  were 
entirely  consumed  by  fire.  The  pa.-8enger» 
of  the  ciirs  that  were  left  standing  ou  the 
track  immediately  began  to  rescue  the 
wounded  and  lo  remove  the  bexlies  of  tho 
killed.  Many  of  the  latter  could  not  be 
recognized.  Seven  peraoLs  were  burned 
to  death  and  six  others  were  killed  by 
coming  in  contact  with  jagged  rocks,  &c. 

"Tho  following  are  the  nam?s  of  the 
killed:  Ephraim  Iloyt,  Chcnargo  Fork; 
Mrs.  E  iioyt,  Chenango  Fork ;  an  Ufi- 
known  man;  Mary  E.  Cobb,  iIon"^.lls- 
villc;  E.  Blossom^  saloonkeeper  at  Sus- 
quehanna depot;  child  of  Mrs.  Tisdell, 
lihaca;  B.  H.  Corwin,  supposed  from 
Geneva,  N.  Y.;  a  woman  unknown,  com- 
monly dressed ;  a  boy  unknown ;  J.  O.  Dur- 
ham, Biughamton;  Mr.  C.  K.  Ljumi-', 
Hufi'alo;  Elijah  J  Knapp,  Jamestown,  N. 
Y.;  Thomas  li.  Piinccton,  152  Broadway, 
New  Yuik.  Fifty-two  are  known  to  have 
been  wounded,  aud  have  been  cared  for." 

A  Port  Jervis  dispatch  stales  that 
twenty  lives  were  lost  by  the  accident, 
while  Eeveral  others  will  die  of  their 
wounds,  and  that  thirteen  people  were 
consumed  in  thC;  burning  cars. 

Mr.  Blakesly,  of  Olean,  N.  Y.,  who  was 
in  one  of  the  cars  that  went  dow  n  the  em- 
bankment, states :  "  The  train  was  the  Cin- 
cinnati Express,  duo  in  New  York  at  8 
o'clock  Wedr.es-day  morning.  All  four  of 
tho  cars  that  went  elown  thu  embankment 
were  completely  demolished,  aud  I  think 
twenty-five  to  thirty  were  killed  outright. 
I  saw  five  or  six  ladies  taken  from  the 
ruins  quite  dead,  aud  a  number  wounded. 
The  rear  car  took  fire  from  the  8tt)ve  a 
short  time  af'cr  the  living  persons  were 
removed  from  it,  and  I  thouKi  judge  there 
were  about  seven  dead  bodies  burned  up. 
There  were  in  addition,  three  dead  bodies 
taken  out  before  the  fire  reachctl  them. 
The  car  ahead  of  the  one  in  which  I  was 
slopping  also  took  fire,  but  thefiamcs  were 
speedily  extinguished.  The  cata8trt»phe, 
of  course,  took  place  in  the  darkness  of  the 
night,  and  the  confusion  and  terror  was 
appalling,  aud  the  horror  was  greatly  in- 
creased by  the  agonizing  «hriek«  and 
groans  of  the  wounded  and  dying." 

A  Washington  telegram  of  the  14th 

says:  "  The  Impeachment  Managers  met 
at  ten  a.  m  ,  this  morning,  aud  had  Gen. 
Sherman  before  them  for  an  elaborate  pre- 
liminary examination,  to  see  if  his  evidence 
could  be  of  any  use  to  the  prosecution. 
In  cross  examination,  iu  open  court,  af\er 
a  severe  questioning.  Gen,  Sherman  ad- 
hered to  his  main  testimony  of  yesterday, 
and  declared  that  the  President  never,  in 
the  slightest  degree,  intimalt:d  to  him  that 
ho  intended  to  get  possession  of  ILe  War 
Office  by  force,  or  to  do  anything  beyond 
what  he  stated  to  the  Court  yesterday. 
The  Managers  therefore  decided  not  to  call 
Gen.  Sherman  as  a  witness."

closed.  The  President's  counsel— whether 
Mr.  Evarts,  Mr.  Curtis,  or  Mr.  Stanbery  is 
speaking— say  'we';  Mr.  Butler  says  'I.' 
If  Mr.  Butler  has  not  finished  his  oysters 
when  the  fif!een  minutes'  recess  is  over, 
the  case  waits  for  hiu;  if  he  is  ready,  the 
trial  proceeds,  whether  half  the  Senators 
are  in  their  places  or  not." 

When  Gen.  Thomas  testified  before 

the  Impeachment  Court,  he  described  his 
visits  to  the  War  Department  in  a  very 
amusing  style.  He  told  how  Mr.  Stanton 
and  he  had  taken  an  afl'eclionate  drink  to- 
gether, and  how  Mr.  Stanton  embraced 
him  very  endearingly,  and  how  when  there 
Wixsn't  liquor  enough  to  go  round,  Mr. 
Stanton  sent  out  for  a  full  bottle,  which 
was  soon  furnished,  and  out  of  which  all 
present  took  another  drink.  The  matter 
and  manner  of  the  General's  narration 
combined  to  produce  a  very  loud  laugh, 
which  was  repeated  when  Mr.  Stanbery 
Holemuly  asked  the  witness  if  that  was  all 
the  force  he  used  to  gst  Mr.  Stanton  out, 
and  the  witness  replied  aflirmatively, 

A  letter  from  our  Washington  cor- 
respondent says  there  is  a  letter  in  Mr. 
Johnson's  hands,  from  Boiler,  in  which  the 
latter  asks  la  be  appointed  Secretary  of 
War ;  and  assuring  the  President  that,  if 
appointed,  he  will  assist  in  "  restoring  the 
old  Democratic  party,  to  which  he  and  the 
Prebident  once  belonged,  to  power." 
There  is  nothing  in  this  very  startling. 
Neither  Butler  nor  the  party  of  which  he 
is  now  a  shining  member  was  ever  noted 
for  regard  lor  consistency.

cent,  of  the  population  is  of  the  Roman 

Catholic  religion ;  2  05  per  cent  are  of 

oth«  r  religions.    Jews,  in  proportion  of  1 

to  73  of  tho  population,  are  scattered  all 

over  the  provinces  ;  70,000  live  in  Posen, 

13,000  in   Pomerania,  6,000  in   Saxony; 

Berlin   conUins    25,000.    In   1804,  there 

were  1,029  synagogues  in  Prussia. 

— A  few  nights  since,  at  St.  Eustacbe, 
Canada,  a  man  named  Lebau,  and  his  wife, 
who  were  in  the  habit  of  murdering  trav- 
elers who  slopped  at  their  house,  attacked 
a  traveler— tho  man  with  an  axe  and  his 
wife  with  a  razor  The  traveler  knocked 
down  his  assailants,  and  the  wife,  mis- 
taking her  husband  for  him,  cut  his  threiat. 
She  has  been  arrested  and  confessed  all  of 
their  past  horrible  transactions.  Three 
skeletons  wore  found  in  tho  house. 
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The  Illinois  Democratic  Btate  Oonven- 
tion  assembled  at  Springfield  on  the  15th 
Inst.,  and  was  largely  atlended.  Hon. 
Anthony  L.  Thornton,  of  Shelby,  was 
chosen  permanent  President,  and,  in  tak- 
ing the  chair,  said : 

Qentlemtn  of  Vu  Cont>«»f ion— Permit  me 
to  return  to  you  my  most  sincere  thanks 
for  tbe  honor  thus  conferred  upon  me.  It 
is  an  honor  to  any  man  to  prebide  over  so 
intelligent  and  distinguished  a  Convention 
as  this  is,  and  an  honor  doubly  so  to  one  so 
humble  aa  myself.  Yon  have  met  here  for 
work,  and  it  is  unncexyssary,  perhaps,  that 
I  should  say  anvthiug  to  nerve  you  to  the 
great  work  beioxe  you.  It  is  always  a 
pleasure  to  me  to  meet  with  Democrats. 
Every  impulse  of  my  heart  is  in  unison 
with  tb--  3ce88  and  triumph  of  tbe  great 
D  :  .1  .J  party.  [Applause]  Upon  its 
8v.'.;oes8  and  triumph  in  the  C' ming  elec- 
tion di'pends,  in  my  judgmen',  the  very 
existeneie  of  republican  demcK'ilic  gov- 
ernment in  this  country.  [Appl.use.]  We 
have  had,  in  times  past,  iihues  ol  a  trivial 
character  compared  with  the  great  issues 
before  the  Ameri(»in  people  in  the  contest 
which  is  before  you.  We  have  had,  in 
times  past,  the  tarifi  and  anti-tar^fi',  na- 
tional banks  or  tub  treasury,  internal  im- 
provements by  the  Federal  Government, 
or  otherwise,  but  the  great  question  before 
the  American  people  to-day  is,  shall  the 
Constitution,  the  very  Ixmd  of  our  Union, 
be  maintained,  or  fchall  it  be  destroyed,  ut- 
terly destroyed,  as  il  has  been  attempted  lo 
be  by  the  reckless,  ruthlces  liadical  party 
that  now  wields  the  power  ot  this  nation, 
and  it  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  say  more 
than  to  ask  every  delegate  here,  represent- 
ing as  he  does  an  intelligent,  a  true  and 
tiled  Democratic  eionsliiuency,  to  remem- 
ber the  necessity  for  zeal,  activity  and  en- 
ergy in  the  coming  campaign.  [  Applause  ] 
We  must  work,  we  must  work  with  zeal, 
with  energy.  No  man  can,  who  loves  his 
country,  who  loves  its  institutions,  who 
loves  the  Constitution  of  his  country,  feel 
iudifierent  now,  as  in  times  past;  we 
must  now  win  or  we  are  ruined ;  and  it 
behooves  every  man  to  do  and  dare  every- 
thiBg  lor  the  success  of  the  Democratic 
party  in  tbe  approaching  e^mpaign. 
[Applause]  Let,  then,  every  man  from 
Ihe  pure  atmosphere  which  he  breathes 
here  inhale  a  spirit  that  will  carry  him 
through  the  campaign — a  spirit  of  energy 
and  determination  to  triumph  in  this  fight ; 
a  determination  that,  sink  or  swim,  live  or 
die,  he  will  maintain  the  Constitution  of 
the  country.    [Applause.] 

We  present,  to  day,  an  anomaly  in  the 
history  of  the  world.  After  millions  of 
treasure  have  been  expended,  and  oceans 
of  blood  have  been  spilt  lor  the  security  of 
the  nation  and  tbe  preservation  of  the 
Union,  yet  the  Union  is  farther  afcunder 
to-day  than  al  the  commencement  of  the 
war,  or  during  its  darkest  p«riod.  We 
present  the  singular  anomaly,  to-day,  in  a 
free  country,  based  upon  Democratic  in- 
stitutions, with  Democratic  ideas,  of  ten 
Stales  governed  by  a  military  despotism. 
A  quarter  of  a  century  ago  the  grcit  and 
noble  Clay  said,  in  the  Senate  of  the  United 
Stales,  "  Tne  agitation  which  constitutes 
the  very  life-blood  of  the  Radical  parly 
which  now  dominates  in  this  country 
would  destroy  all  the  harmony  among  the 
people;  would  create  disunion,  precipitate 
civil  war,  and  result  in  the  establishment 
of  a  military  despatism."  Was  ever 
prophecy  more  true  V  It  is  to  this  that  we 
are  rapidlv  tending,  unless  by  the  energy, 
zeal,  and  determination  of  the  Democratic 
party  we  should  arouse  to  ihe  work  and 
determine  to  rescue  our  country  from  the 
evils  impending  over  us. 

Then,  gentlemen,  permit  me  to  urge 
upon  you  the  necessity  of  working  in  this 
campaign  fearlessly  and  constantly;  let 
us  not  <»rry  on  a  defensive  war,  but  an 
oflensive  one,  and  push  the  Radical  cohorts 
to  the  wall.  [Applause.]  Let  us  rally  the 
ranks  and  route  them.  We  must  route 
them,  and  we  will.  [Applause  ]  Let  us 
then  fight  on  and  fight  ever;  lei  our  cry 
ever  be,  "  Damned  be  he  who  first  cries 
hold,  enough." 

The  following  preamble  and  resolutions 
were,  after  discussion,  unanimously 
adopted : 

The  Democracy  of  the  State  of  intnols.  by  their 
delegates  in  Convention  assembled,  take  this  occa- 
sion to  lay  before  the  people  of  this  State  their 
■\iewe  upon  theercatqnesttons  which  now  are  be- 
fore them  for  their  determination,  and.  for  the  pur- 
pose of  so  expresslrg  their  sentiments  in  a  man- 
nernot  capable  of  misconstrnction,  dodfclar  ■  and 
say  that,  at  this  assembling  we  have  snfll:^  c  oc- 
casion to,  and  do,  congratulate  the  who''  •  .antry 
npon  the  present  Improved  state  of  p'  ''uc  senti- 
ment tnroueboat  the  length  and  brradth  of  the 
land,  as  shown  by  the  elections  held  within  the 
last  twelve  months,  all  demonstrating  tuat  tbe 
people  of  the  who>  land  are  arousine  to  a  proper 
appreciation  of  the  importance  of  the  qaestions 
now  submitted  to  them,  and  the  neceesity  of  set- 
tling them  in  harmony  and  in  accordance  with  th« 
principles  upon  which  our  Government  was 
founded,  and  has  until  within  a  few  y&^t  so  euc- 
ceasfuiiy  reposed. 

Jie$olr«d,  That,  aa  ever,  we  are  Inflexibly  op- 
posed to  all  measures,  the  tendency  of  which  is  to 
lead  to  a  consolidation  of  all  power  in  tbe  bauds 
of  the  agents  of  the  Federal  Government,  believ- 
ing, as  we  do,  that  the  happiness  of  tbe  whole 
people  and  preservation  and  continuation  of  our 
Union  as  a  Kepnblic,  and  its  free  institutions,  de- 
pend npon  maintaining  inviolate  tbe  great  princi- 
ples of  the  equal  sovereienty  and  equality  of  each 
and  all  the  8tatea.  subordinate  to  tt.e  exercise  of 
the  just  and  clearly  granted  powers  of  the  Federal 
Government  in  all  their  just  rights  and  constitu- 
tional privileges  as  integral  members  of  the  Feder- 
al Union. 

Jleioired,  That,  from  this  declaration,  it  neces- 
sarily results  that  we  are  now,  and  have  been,  and 
will  be  unalterably  opposid  to  all  the  various 
measures  of  the  two  last  e'ongresscs  which,  un- 
der the  name  of  reconstruction  measures,  and 
other  specious  and  deceptive  titles,  seek  in  effect 
to  extend  and  perpetuate  the  power  and  domina- 
tion of  Ihe  present  ruling  party,  by  force  and  fraud, 
over  Ihe  people  of  what  should  he  ten  equal  States 
of  this  Union,  and  theret>y  maintain  their  present 
Iniquitous  supremacy ;  and,  under  the  guise  of  mil- 
itary protectors  they  have  accomplished,  in  a  time 
of  profound  peace,  what  their  prii.ciples  have  ever 
tended  to,  and  which  the  armed  host-  of  rebellion 
failed  to  accomplish -the  dismemberment  of  the 
Federal  Union  and  the  subversion  of  our  estab- 
lished system  of  popular  govt  rnmeni. 

Jiesolied,  That  we  regard  the  Union,  to  day,  as 
unitrokea  as  it  was  confessed  to  be  by  every  de- 
partment of  the  Federal  Government,  alter  the 
armies  of  the  rebellion  had  hurled  their  power 
against  it  for  more  than  four  years;  and  now, 
wtien  peace  has  once  again  visited  the  land,  we 
imperatively  demand  that  all  the  rights,  privileges 
and  obligai'ious  of  the  Faderal  t^^onstitution  b« 
once  more  reinstated  in  their  full  force  and  effect 
Retolvfd,  That  the  right  of  suffrage  shall  be 
limited  to  the  white  race  in  this  country,  and, 
while  we  unhssltatingly  declare  thi.*  shall  be  the 
law  In  our  State,  we  fully  recognize  the  right  of 
tho  people  In  each  and  every  State  to  determine 
for  themselves,  fiee  from  any  outside  interference, 
from  any  power  whatever. 

Retolrea,  That  the  intended  and  designed  polit- 
ical cff^ctof  tl»«"so-caled  reconstruction  measures 
of  the  present  and  la^'t  Congress  la  to  deliver  over 
the  political  control  tif  the  Siwithern  Stales  to  tho 
lately  emancipatt'd  negroes  therein,  and  thereby 
thus  aid  them,  by  the  uiier  prostration  of  the  whhe 
men,  citlr.ens  thwreof,  to  retain  the  lease  of  powt  r, 


tho  ruling  psrty  have  sotonirbeld,  and  whicb  they 
have  so  flagrantlv  abused,  all  of  which  we  will  re- 
sist as  freemen  by  every  means  which  is  given  us 
by  the e\institntion  of  the  cointry. 

Jiftolrffl,  That,  in  the  management  of  tho  fi- 
nances of  the  country,  and  in  the  various  meaturea 
prop<i8ed,  and  those  alreay  enacted  into  laws  by  ihe 
party  iu  power,  they  have  shown  their  ntier  in- 
capacity and  unfitness  to  control  the  legislation  of 
a  great  country.— in  the  first  place,  by  so  arrancing 
the  taxea  and  burdens  of  the  government  that 
they  fall  alone  upon  the  labor  and  industry  of  the 
country,  and  by  exempting  th«  ai'cumulated 
wealth' from  taxation,  thev  thus  cast  upon  the  toil 
of  the  country  what  shoul'd  bu  borue  l>y  each  and 
every  person  in  proportion  to  his  accumulation,  in 
accordance  with  ihe  fundamental  law;  and,  second- 
ly, while  by  their  prolllKal«  expenditure  and  crim- 
inal waste  of  the  money  of  the  people,  in  support 
of   schemes   of    partisan    aggrandizement,    the 

firesent    debt   of    tho    conniry    was  contracted, 
n  defiance  of  law.  we  are  lu  favor  of  discharg- 
ing It  to  the  utmost  farthing. 

/iffoii'fd,  that  the  national  honor,  financially, 
in  our  hands,  remains  as  unsullied  as  it  ever  has 
been  In  all  respects.  That  the  prttsent  debt  was 
contracted  In  a  paper  Issued  by  a  Federal  Govern- 
ment, and  whlcti  was  declared  to  be  lawful  money 
by  tho  lenlslailve  authority  of  the  country,  and 
which,  while  accepted  by  the  Government,  f«r 
thw  lareer  part  of  its  assessm<iit*,  and  paid  out  to 
the  soldiers  and  other  defenders,  should  be  aa  by 
lis  terms  It  is,  receivable  lu  aatlsfaction  by  lh«« 
holders  ofthe  pledga  of  the  fallh  of  the  Govern 
munt  In  all  casas  except  wherein  a  different  stand- 
ard of  value  has  been  stipulated  lor. 

/f«fo/w<i.  Thattha  vast  bulk  of  the  Indebtedness 
of  thu  country,  known  as  8  »0s,  ara  lawfully  t>«y- 
able  In  legal-tender  notes  of  the  Government, 
and  iihouldbe  so  paid,  as  the  said  obligations  are 
within  the  power  of  the  ejovernment  to  relieve  and 
discharge  ;  and  that  whereof  the  faith  of  the  eJov- 
emment  Is  pledged  to  pay  in  gold,  we  will  ao  fnl- 
flll,  a&4  bayoad  thli  w«  will  not  go.

from  the  shore  at  Wai^egau,  on  tho  morn- 
ing of  the  9th : 

Wh<m  we  were  off,  hboat  as  near  u 
I    can     reckon,    eight     miles    southeast 
of  Waukettan,    I  was  awakened  from    a 
sleep    bv   an    iodistluct   rumbliu|{    noise. 
Wh"u    1  ojK'Utd    my  stateroom  door,  1 
f  >uud  tTery thing  in  the  direst  contusion. 
Tue  Ubles  had  been  set  for  breakfest,  and 
everyihiukj  w.-is  re^dy  for  an  early  meal. 
The  horrified  pas«eDgc'ra  were  rusiiiuif  in 
hasto  to  the  forward  part  of  the  boat.     2<o 
tongue  can  possibly  dt;9crd)e  tho  horror  of 
the  sct'ue  at  t  tiis  perioil.     Men.  women  and 
child rtu,  many  of  them  with  scarcely  any 
clotLiug  upon  them,  rushed   toward  the 
forwiird  tipeuiog.     All  sorts  of  fearful  cries 
saluted  my  ears.     The  screams  of  the  ter- 
rjtiod  women  rushing  past  m  dutfuibiUt;  the 
cries  ol  tile  childrtu,  the   heavy  impreca- 
tions and  shouts  of  the  men,  joined  with 
thecrdokhn>;  of  the  dnme^,  the  noise  of  the 
engine,  and  tho  r«'ari>f  wind  and   wnter — 
altogetner — combined  such  a  scene  of  con- 
fuMou  thiit  1   never  bad  expected  to  be  a 
witiic.-sof  iuthisw'>rld    Lookiug  round   1 
pcrctivcd  that  the  alter  part  ot  the  cabin 
was  tilled  with  .am  >kc,   and  noticed  now 
and  ai^iin    quick,  angry   forks  of  flame 
shooting  through  it. 

i'he  Ilomts  made  such  extraordinary 
headway  ihut  it  did  nut  seom  to  me  live 
minu'is'  lime  bef<>re  ih-.'  whole  hurricane 
deck  w;i3  afire.  The  lower  decks  were,  as 
yef,  untouched. 

L  ^)ou  reacuiug  the  forward  dack,  and 
notu'iug  the  condition  of  things,  I  went 
down  to  the  lower  deck  to^seo  what 
ch:»iice  there  was  tor  safety  in  that  direc- 
tion. Here  I  tound  a  portion  of  the  crew 
mikiug  a  great  noise,  shouting  to  one  an- 
other, .inJ  trying  t^i  get  a  horse  overboard, 
with  the  assistance  of  which.  I  suppose, 
they  intended  to  make  an  etlort  for  the 
i:;ore.  Finding  that  I  could  nv)t  live  here 
on  accoant  i>f  the  siuiki.»,  1  ascended  again  to 
the  upper  deck  and  helped  the  second  mate, 
Leandcr  Pack-^ird,  tear  away  as  much  as 
wo  could  of  It  iu  order  to  stop  the  progress 
of  the  dimes  toward  the  bow.  At  this 
time  it  wasqaito  broad  daylight,  and  I 
should  jUcUe  between  G  and'  7  o'clock. 
Tuere  ^tas  a  very  heavy  Sca,  and  it  seemed 
to  be  iDcredsiag :  a  volume.  I  stixxi  among 
the  crowd  that  was  huduled  together  near 
the  forward  p:\rt  of  the  bow.  and  it  was 
while  stanJio::  here  that  I  noticed  Captain 
Morns,  without  a  hat,  and  in  his  sbirt 
•leeve<»,  talaing  with  some  of  the  men.  lie 
appeared  to  be  quite  calm,  and  formed  a 
reaiark,'«b!e  contrast  in  appearance  to  the 
friiTUieued  and  panic  striciken  men  gath- 
ered about  him. 

I  made  my  wry  through  the  crowd  as 
fir  to  itie  torward  ptrt  of  the  bow  as  pos- 
sible, knowing  that  that  would  be  the  point 
which  the  fire  would  reach  last. 

Many  had  jampe^l,  before  this  time,  in- 
to th«t  water,  and  must  have  soon  perished 
from  the  cold. 

1  was  now  on  the  deck  forward  of  the 
pilot  house,  on  the  starboard  side,  and 
f'rotu  the  direction  in  which  the  wind  blew 
was  entirely  sheltered  from  the  dames. 

As  soon  as  the  cry  of  tiro  was  raised, 
an.1  it  was  found  to  be  making  such  rapid 
head.vay,  there  was  a  simultaneous  cry 
from  many  ;  "Head  the  boat  for  the  shore." 
In  carr>ijgout  this  order,  the  helmsman, 
either  through  the  excitement  of  the  occa- 
sion, vT  becdUie  ttic  after  machinery  ot  the 
wnetl  h  id  already  received  damage  from 
the  tire,  put  ttie  ru-::der  hard  aporL  This 
kept  tiie  vcs.;tl  kUrnlnii  around ;  but  she 
had  haidly  m-^iJe  more  thm  one  circuit 
when  the  cgiues  stopped  Wkirking,  and 
by  this  time  the  hurricane  and  upper  decks 
had  couipletely  burned  odl 

About  on-  half  hour  alter  I  bad  left  my 
state  ro>m,  there  were  not  more  than  ten 
men  riniainiug  oa  tlie  wreck. 

By  this  lime  1  had  workeii  ,my  way  to 
the  mo-t  torwjTd  part  of  the  vessel.  I 
pulled  down  tLt  halyards  from  the  flig- 
statf  and  doubie>l  theua  twice,  intending  to 
ran  the  cord  through  ihe  staple  of  the 
post  and  lower  nyself  down. 

The  men  btluw  me,  who  were  holding 
on  to  the  sides  of  the  bow,  were  dropping 
off  one  after  another,  overcome  by  either 
the  heat  or  cold. 

The  last  act  of  the  second  mate  was  to 
take  down  the  dag-staff  and  jump  over- 
board with  it. 

Durino^  all  this  time  there  were  dead 
bixlits  d  >atinjr  around  the  vessel,  ar.d  many 
live  persons  could  be  seen  battling  with 
the  waves  and  desperately  clinging  to 
chairs  mnd  pieces  of  the  wreck. 

At  this  time  we  were  about  eit^ht  miles 
from  lacJ.  The  wind  was  blowing  from 
the  east,  and  we  doated  slowly  toward  the 
shore. 

Saortly  after  the  mate  jumped  over- 
board my  seat  on  the  forwrTd  post  became, 
from  the  approach  of  the  dimes,  intr)lera- 
ble.  I  theretore  lowered  myself  over  the 
bow  of  t.ie  boat,  holcHng  on  to  the  pro- 
ject! cir  rim  of  one  ot  the  vessel's  timbers 
with  my  leet. 

As  near  as  I  can  judge,  about  three 
quarters  of  aa  hour  after  I  had  reached 
tue  torward  deck,  I  was  surprised,  on  look- 
ing around,  to  find  but  one  other  but  my- 
self upon  the  wreck.  This  other  iudivid- 
nai,  who  I  'hink  was  one  of  the  crew,  sat 
on  the  rim  running  round  the  boat  just 
forward  of  the  g  ingway.  The  sides  of  the 
Tessel  were  burned  riirht  up  to  where  he 
had  placed  himself,  and  the  heat  soon  be- 
came unbearnble.  lie  cried  out  to  me  to 
throw  him  a  rope,  saying  that  he  could  not 
swim  or  he  would  jump  into  the  water.  I 
told  him  I  could  not  help  him  tm  my  rope 
was  not  long  ennu:;h.  Shortly  alter  this, 
he  jumped  into  the  water,  swam  to  the  bow 
of  the  boa*,  and  caught  hold  of  a  rope  a 
few  feci  below  where  I  stood.  He  held  on 
to  this  for  some  thr-e  or  four  minutes,  and 
then,  completely  benumbed,  let  go,  and  1 
saw  him  no  more.  Then  I  hauled  up  the 
rope  and  reeved  it  through  the  anchor 
chjiins  below  ttie  ring  to  which  I  ha9  the 
halyards  hitchtd.  After  fastening  it  in 
this  manner,  I  colled  it  twice  round  my 
ch'St.  In  a  very  few  minutes  I  found  that 
the  upper  end  ot  the  rope  was  burning.  1 
reached  up  my  hands  and  blistered  them 
somewhat  in  trying  to  put  the  fire  out. 
Seeing  that  this  was  of  no  avail,  and 
that  tne  rope  was  likely  to  burnout  of  the 
ring,  which  was  beyond  my  reach,  I  took 
the  other  end,  which  was  a>lled  round 
my  body,  and  fastened  it  in  the 
anchor  chains  below  the  level  of  the  fire. 
The  two  anchors  over  my  head  were 
gradually  settling  into  the  wreck,  and  I 
began  to  fear  new  disaster  from  this 
cause.  Just  then  I  espied  a  sail  between 
the  wrf  ck  and  the  land.  I  placet^  my 
feet  against  the  side  ot  the  vessel  and  com- 
menced waving  my  cap  as  a  signal  of  dis- 
tresp,  and  to  let  her  people  know  that 
tiere  was  a  survivor  on  the  wreck.  This 
▼e-sel  turned  out  to  be  the  schooner  Cor- 
nelia, Captain  Yates,  and  it  would  appear 
that  he  had  discovered  me  some  time  b«- 
fore  I  had  commenced  to  make  signals. 
When  within  abf.ut  a  mile  of  the  wreck, 
the  yawl-bo  it  ot  the  schooner  was  lowered 
and  manned  by  the  first  mate  and  three 
seamen.  Owing  to  the  roughness  of  the 
sea,  it  was  a  somewhat  difficult  matter  to 
approach  me.  Twice  they  tried  to  steady 
the  yawl  under  the  bows,  without  success 
On  the  third  attempt  the  mate  caught  the 
tails  ot  my  overcoat,  and,  holding  on  tirmly, 
by  that  means  bteadied  the  yawl.  1  had  be- 
come sf»  entangi*  d  in  the  folds  of  the  rope 
that  I  found  I  was  unable  to  loosen  myself 
without  the  aid  of  a  knife.  Tula  one  of  the 
hand-4  in  the  b<iat  quickly  loaned  me.  The 
time  consumed  in  cutticg  the  rope  eeemed 
to  me  an  age.  As  the  kaifv  parted  the 
last  fibre,  so  greatly  was  my  strength  ex- 
hausted that  Ifell  like  a  dead  man  into  the 
bottom  of  the  yawL  On  going  back  we 
discovered  a  man  on  a  part  of  the  wreck, 
about  a  mile  in  another  direction.    They

man.  This  ptovea  to  b*  Usunvbury,  who 
stated  he  h  id  been  ti>r  three  hours  on  his 
raft,  which  was  a  gangplank.  He  atatrd 
that  there  v  ere  a  great  many  who  olung 
to  the  gangplank,  but,  with  their  bodies 
partly  iu  the  water,  they  would  become 
thoroughly  chilled,  and  so  drop  ofii  one 
after  anwtht  r. 

Edward  Itennebory,  the  other  survivor, 
on  the  bre»  king  out  of  the  flames,  went 
aft,  and,  juospiug  overtxvard,  clung  to  a 
raft  until  re4cue«l  by  the  lioatsof  the  Cor- 
nelia. Somo  ten  or  fifteen  followed  him 
to  the  raft,  but  dropped  oH'  one  bv  one, 
exhaustevl  If  cold,  and  perished.  Ilenne- 
bury's  haud<  were  nearly  trozeu  by  hang- 
ing to  the  lion  nd.  Him  st.itiuu-ni  is  sub- 
stantially the  eatue  as  ChamberUin'a.

Ab«")Ut  one  o'clock,   ou  tne  ir'^'uing  of 
the  lOlh,  a  thinl  survivor  of  the  di&islcr 
m.-ide   his  appearance  at  Evanston.     The 
following  is  hlM  statement  as   published  iu 
the  Chicago  papers  of  the  llth  :     1  got  ou 
lH>ard  the  S«a  Hird  with  my  wire,  at  M'ln- 
ilowoc,  on    Wednesday  morning,  to  go  to 
Chicago.     1  do  not  think,  after  we  left  Mil- 
waukee, that   there  were  more  than  thirty 
or   forty    pei>rlc   on    board,    besides    the 
crew.     A  go  »a  ui.iny  more  got  off  at  that 
city  than  got  on,  I  remember.    1  went  into 
my  state  room  with  my  wife,  and  we  re- 
tired for  the  night  »*boui  13  o'clock.     I  got 
up  about  I)  «>  cl.K'k  in  tho  morning  (Thurs 
day)  and  wciit  out  ou  deck.     I  nu.  I  the  first 
offic  rand  hi»d  some  conversation  with  him 
i  a>ked  him  I  uw  far  it  was  to  Chicago.     He 
said  it  was  2l'  miles,  and  that  we  were  then 
Just  I  tl"  Lake  Forest.  Soon  after  I  went  into 
my  state- ro«m,  where  my  wife  was  ju«t 
rising    to    dress    herself.      I    had   haroly 
opened   the  d«x>r  when  I  heard  somo  one 
cry  '*  Fire."    1  went  below  on  the  main- 
deck  to  dud  out  what  the  matter  was.  and 
1  saw  the   dames  in   the  back   part  of  the 
boat  already    making  up   into  the  main 
cabin   and    cut   through    the    port-holes. 
Just  then  the  ste^tmer  headed  toward  shore, 
and   the   fire    and  smoke  came   bursting 
ihwugh  towj  rds   the  torward  part  of  the 
boat.    I  tiiet  to  ^o  up  stairs  to  rescue  my 
wife,  but   the   fire   and   smoke  drove  me 
back.     I  did  lot  ste  or  hear  my  wife,  al- 
though every  body  was  cryingauU  ruuniug 
from  the  dre.     1  think  iny  poor  wite  must 
have   perislud   iu  the  d^mes.    The  wind 
iJrove  the  dr.'  toward   us  a  we  drew  for- 
ward,    and     I    soon    became    convinced 
that   the    Ix  at   must   burn  up.      I  was 
rather  afraid"  if  an  explosion,  aud  I  jump- 
ed into  the  »  atcr.    I  am  a  good  swimmer, 
and  I  soitn  got  hold  of  a  Coating  plank. 
I  kept  this  f  >r  a  while,  and  then  a  piece 
of  one  of  tht  piildle-boxes  came  lloating 
past  me,    and  I   took    that.    The   waves 
drifted  me  to  vard  shore  pretty   fast,   but 
the  boat  wenl  in  taster  than  1  did.     I  saw 
the  tire  graJ  tally  burniHg  along  the  boat, 
and  saw  the    passengers  jumping  over, 
one  ufter  another.    I  shimid  think  about 
twenty  jump  3d  over  that   I   saw.     They 
swam  around  for  a  time,  most  of  them, 
and  then  the  «aves  would  come  over  them 
and  1  could  not  tea  them  any  more.     Oth- 
ers appeared  to  go  down  just  like  stones. 
I  looked  for  them  to  tee  them  come  up 
after  they  jumped  in,   but  I   did  not  see 
thtm.     I  did  not  see  any  women   in  the 
water,  and   1  c.o  not   think   any   women 
jumped  over     I  think  there  were  about 
ten   women,  altogether,  on  the  boat.    I 
could  see  the  people  crowding  further  in- 
to the  bow  a.-  the  fire  swept  toward  them, 
the  wind  now  and  then  blowing  the  smoke 
and  blaze  ri/;ht  among  them,  which  made 
some  jump  ofer.     I  stuck  to  the  paddle- 
box,  and  was  washed  in  shore.    I  was  in  the 
water  about    twelve    hours,    and    landed 
at>out  three  nii'es  north  of  this  place  ( Hlv- 
anston)  somewliere  about  7  o'clock   last 
night.     I  think  il  was  about  that  time  ;  I 
know  it  t(M^k  me  about  five  hours  to  walk 
down  here  (llv^inston),  lor   I   was  almost 
dtad  with  the  cold.  1  think  I  could  not  have 
held  out  much  longer,  and  1  felt  like  giv- 
ing   up    thre  J    or~^  four  times.     Before    I 
jumped  into  ttie  water  thty  tried  to  get  the 
steamer's  boa  s  down,  but  the  dre  drove 
us  away.    Tf  e  sea  was  not  so  very  high, 
and  the  boats  could  easily  have  kept  from 
capsizing     Of  those  who  were  on  board  I 
knew  George.  W.  Emery  and  Jopeph  Smith, 
of  .Manitowoc  and  'dr.  A.  C.  Chamberlain, 
of  Sheboygan  Falls.    I  also  knew  s::>me  ot 
the  offlers  ant   crew  by  sight. 

The  narrator  of  the  above  statement 
wept  bitterly  f-everal  times  in  the  course  ot 
his  recital,  as  he  thought  of  his  own  suf- 
ferings and  o;  his  sad  tiere&vement.  Mr. 
Leonard  was  nore  dead  than  alive  when 
he  arrived  a.  Evantton,  but  by  dint  of 
kind  care  he  ^vas  j-o  far  improved  that  yes- 
terdiy  morniop  (lOth)  he  was  iu  a  com- 
paratively comtof  table  condition.

The  (bUowlug  is  the  Associated  Presi 
telegrapbic  report  of  Judge  Cartls'  argu- 
ment before  the  Impeachment  Court,  in 
behalf  of  the  President : 

Mr.  Cnrtis  commenced  the  opening  argti* 
ment  for  the  defence.  Alluding  to  the 
character  of  the  trial  and  oath  taken  by 
the  Senators  in  the  cai>acity  uf  Judges,  be 
(Curtu)  said  the  only  appeal  he  should 
make  would  he  to  the  consciences  aud  rea- 
son of  every  Judge,  basing  his  argument 
solely  on  questions  of  lew.  aud  tlie  fact, 
he  iuiimateil,  would  subsequently  combat 
tho  position  takeu  by  the  Managers,  that 
this  t)ody  was  not  essentially  and  in  fact  a 
court;  but  at  pusiit  he  would  consider 
the  articles  .'•eparately. 

The  c'largc  of  the  first  article   was  the 
removHl  ot  Stanton,  and  it  w^s  alleged  to 
be  in  violation  of  the  Tenuro-of  Ofllce  act 
and  the  Con.stitution,     He  argued  tushow 
that   the  case   of   Stanton  did  not  come 
within    the    scope  aud   provisions  of  the 
Ttnure-of  Odiv-e  act,  maiutaining  that  Ihe 
description  oi  his  olliee  aijd  its  t«;nure  dif- 
tere«l  materially  in    sectiou  and  provi«o. 
Stanton  wa-i»ppointed  by  Lincoln  in  1802, 
tr>  hold  the  I  dice  during  Kit- lei  m  tor  whicfi 
he  was  elected, — not  during  a  subsiqueut 
teim  lor  which  he  luiiih'.  be  elected.    It 
could  uot  be  laid  tbnt  ^Ir.  J>)hnson  was 
serving  out  tliu  lla.e  of  Mr.  Lincoln.    The 
term  for  whicli  a  Pnsit  eut  is  elected  is 
not  at>soliitely  four  years,  but  is  limited 
by    life    ai,d     abiii  y.     His    cmdilii^nal 
term  expiring,  the  Vue  I'lesidentbuccteds 
to  a  new  term,  which  coiisibts  of  the  re 
maindur  ot  the  term  lor  which  the    Vict:- 
President  was  eltcied.     As  well  might  it 
be  .-aid  thit  one  tovereigu  served  out  the 
term  of  another  whom  hesucceeds.    There 
was  a  purpo.so  in  the   diderence  of  the 
phraseology  between  tho  section  and  its 
proviso.    The  Constitutiim  authorixes  the 
President  to  call  upt)n  the  meml)ers  of  his 
Cabiuet  for  advice  retpectiujit  matters  con- 
cerning his  own  tluties,  as  well  as   matters 
couutcttd  with  their  various departnu-utj, 
and  such  had  been  the  iuvariabie  piactice 
("ince  the  foundation  of  the  gOTernmenl. 
They  were    the  voice  ard  hands  of  the 
PrtaiJeni.    In  them  he  was  to  repose  con- 
fi  lence,  and  for  thtm  he  was  to  be  respon- 
sible.   For  this  n  a^on,  thty   were  placed 
by  the  Tenuic  of  Odice  bill  in  the  same 
position  OS  the  President  by  whom  they 
a  re  ap  poi  f  I  f  ed .    T  hey  were  to  s  e  r  ve  ou  t  h  is 
term  of  <  fiioi- ;  but  as  to  holding  over  the 
cise  w.a8  different. 

Mr.  Cuitis  then  proceeded  to  show  what 
the  Itcling  and  intention  of  both  houses 
Was  iu  Iraming  and  pasdng  the  bill,  main- 
taining they  were  iu  accordance  with  the 
views  he  just  expressed.  He  quoted  from 
a  speech  explaining  thereoortot  the  Com- 
mittee of  Coulierence  made  by  Mr.  Schenck, 
and  also  from  thespetche?  of  Messrs.  Sher- 
man and  Williams  and  others  in  the  Sen- 
ate, iu  which  they  deemed  Mr.  Stanton  in 
offije.  He  read  thete  not  as  expressions 
ot  individual  opinion,  but  as  in  expla'<a 
tion  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  of 
Conference. 

iieiurning  to  the  consideration  of  the  ar^ 
tides,  he  said  the  6:h  article  forbids  any 
removals  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the 
act,  but,  as  Mr.  Siautondid  not  yield,  there 
was  no  removal,  and  if  there  had  been  he 
would  not  have  violated  the  act,  since  he 
had  just  Shown  that  Stanton  did  not  come 
within  its  provijions.  The  House  of  Rep- 
refenti.tiveH  charges  the  President  with  in- 
tentional vioUtion  of  this  section,  which 
unquestionably  admits  of  a  different  con- 
struction, but  tails  to  prove  that  he  con- 
curred in  its  interpretation,  and  wiUully 
acted  ia  contra veniion  of  it.  The  first  and 
last  duty  of  the  President  is  to  construe  an 
act  and  decide  what  is  its  true  meaning. 
This  duty  he  performed,  as  the  Constitu 
tion  provides,  by  consultation  with 
his  constuutional  advisers,  and  they 
all  put  the  8.ime  construction  on 
the  act  as  had  been  assi:<ned  to  it 
by  its  framers  The  cnse  of  Stanton  is  of 
one  actually  holding  ofllce  under  the  law 
ot  178U,  which,  witLoui  expressly  giving 
power  to  the  President  to  remove  him,  im- 
plies what  shall  be  done  by  tlie  Prtsident 
alter  removal.  Nothing  in  the  Constitu 
tiou  forbids  the  execution  of  this  power  by 
the  President,  independently  of  the  Senate 
The  decision  of  Congress  ot  17S0  alhrmed 
by  implica'ion  thai  such  power  was 
granted  to  the  Prisident  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  neither  subsequent  legislation 
nor  amendment  to  the  Couatitutiou  denied 
It.  TUe  practice  of  the  Government  was 
iu  coulormity  with  this  view.  On  the  out- 
break of  civil  war,  the  War  D  parfment 
was  in  disK)yal  hands.  President  Buchan- 
an told  Floyd  Le  must  give  ii  up,  and 
Floyd  had  too  much  good  sense,  and  some- 
tiun.<  else,  to  refuse.  Without  this  action 
there  is  no  telling  what  consequences 
might  have  enaued. 

After  having  argued  the  right  of  re 
moval,  he  proceeded  to  argue  its  propriety 
and  necessity.  He  cittd  ttie  circuu-.siancts 
attending  the  first  correspondence  with 
Suiuton  and  his  suspension,  and  went  on 
to  claim  that  there  might  Ixj  instances  in 
which  the  hichest  patriotism  and  duty  re- 
quired a  citizen  lo  raise  a  question  of 
validity  and  the  biniiing  force  of  a  law. 
Such  would  be  the  duty  of  a  trustee  in  the 
protection  ol  the  rights  of  third  parties, 
who  were  unable  to  ai^sert  them.  Such 
was  the  duty  nobly  filled  by  Hampden 
whtu  he  oppi>6ed  ihe  payment  of  ship 
money.  The  President  l*><)k  no  extreme 
ground  ;  but,  while  tielieving  it  his  duty  to 
See  that  the  Uws  were  faithfully  executed, 
still,  ia  ca<'e3  where  a  portion  of  his  pre- 
rogatives are  sought  to  be  invaded^and  no 
one  e'te  can  r»iise  ibe  (luestion,  he  must  clo 
it.  Suppose  a  law  wjis  passed  depriving 
him  of  his  power  as  Commander-in-Chief. 
Would  it  not  be  his  duty  to  oppose  it,  so 
as  to  bring  about  a  decision?  A  power 
derived  by  Implication  is  as  unapsailable 
as  one  direciiy  granted  by  the  Constitu- 
tion. Counsel  do  not  conceive  It  to  be 
essential  to  their  case  to  maintain  this  posi- 
tion, but  de-.m  it  plainly  provided. 

Mr.  Curtis  then  enumerated  some  of  the 
considerations  which  had  induenced  the 
President,  at  d  referred  to  Story's  com- 
mentaries on  the  Constitution,  and  other 
aulhoriiie*',  to  show  the  rule  of  cimstrue- 
ti<»n.  Praoticr  is  the  best  exponent  of  the 
law.  From  1789  to  185t)  every  President 
and  every  Congress  has  participated  in 
and  acted  uuflcr  tLc  Constitution  of  the 
former  year,  n  imely :  That  the  President 
has  the  sole  power  of  removal. 

Mr.  Curtis  cited  numerous  authorities 
and  decisions  lo  prove  that  the  cU'ect  of 
cotemporaneous  legisUtive  construction  is 
to  fix  and  determine  the  interpretation  of 
the  law?'.  lie  referred  to  different  opinions 
aJvocated  during  the  debate  on  this  sub- 
ject in  1789,  and  claimed  that  the  construc- 
iion  that  the  power  of  removal  was  sub- 
ject to  legislative  enactment,  bad  at  least 
never  been  established  so  clearly  that  to 
act  on  an  opposite  view  was  presumptively 
a  crime.  He  thon  silvanctd  the  argument 
that,  to  apply  the  Tenure-of-Offlce  act  to 
the  case  of  Stanton,  would  violate  the 
agreement  of  the  Senate  in  allowing  him 
to  hold  ( fllce  during  the  pleasure  of  the 
President 

Recapitulating  his  arguments  to  prove 
that  the  President  could  not  be  impeached 
for  an  act  designed  merely  to  procure  a 
judicial  decision  on  a  disputed  point,  he 
(luotcd  from  Butler's  speech  to  show  that 
the  Managers  admitted  this  view,  and  had 
said  the  rt  moval  itself  was  not  an  im 
peachable«'flense,  if  made  with  the  fore- 
going motive,  and  not  accompanied  with 
a  defiant  mts.'-ago  to  the  Senate.  Mr.  Cur- 
tis said  it  was  a  matter  »»f  taste  as  to  how 
they  should  be  not i tied.  The  Managers 
claimed  th;it  the  reason  for  removing  Stan- 
ton, assigned  tiy  the  President,  was  an 
afterthought,  aud  he  was  estopped  from 
DOW  alleging  it  by  certain  things  he  bad 
done  and  said  previously.  Ho  argued  the 
rule  ot  estoppage  was  of  very  limited  ap- 
plication and  could  uot  be  used  to  con?ict 


of  kia  r^MOB  would  hare  been  ooastrued 
Into  a  threat,  and  now  the  Managers  daltn 
he  waa  too  deferenthil.  There  was  no  in- 
ooBslatcnqr  in  the  President's  action  in  re- 

{;ard  to  the  law.    Bvery  day  in  the  court* 
Ute  posiUoM  were  maintained  in  similar 
cases.    An  individual  may  set  up  a  plea 
in  regard  to  a  law,  first,  that  it  is  unconsti 
tuttonnl ;  seoond,  that  it  does  not  apply  to 
himsttUs  and.  third,  that  If  it  is  a  law.  he 
can  maintain  his  case  under  it.    So  lung  as 
the  Tenure  of- Ofllcn  Uw  affected  unimpor- 
tant matters,  the  President  avoided  con- 
flict with  it,  but  when  a  proper  occasion 
arose,  he  aseerted  his  own  views  without 
being  prejudiced  with  former  actiou  in  re 
gard  to  lesser  matters.    The  change  made 
iu  the  form  of  commissiou  does  not  state 
or  determine  where  the  power  of  removal 
is  lodged,  but  merely  acknowledges  it  as 
existing  somewhere  bv  yirtue  of  law. 

At  this  point  Mr.  Curtis  beg^ud  permis- 
sion to  suxj^end  his  remarks  idl  the  next 
day,  and  ttie  court  adjourned. 

Ou  the  lOih  he  resuuK'd,  and  commenced 
by  referring  to  the  statement,  made  by 
Butler,  tlwt  tho  President's  letter  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  notifying  him 
of  the  suspension  of  Stanton,  claimed  no 
Justitication  of  his  authority  uuder  the 
Constitution.  He  read  the  letter,  and 
claimed  that  it  did  specify  imder  what  au- 
thority the  President  acted. 

The  charges  made  in  the  second  article 
were  then  diseu8?cd  by  Mr.  Curtis,  who 
prucieded  to  argue  that  Mr.  Stanton  did 
not  come  within  the  pr«)vi5ion'i  of  the  sec- 
tion alleged  to  havw  lieen  violated.  He 
s^ld  the  first  two  t^ect ions  ot  the  Tenure  of- 
Ottice  act  referrid  to  removals  and  suspen- 
sions arising  from  any  cause,  during  a  r<- 
Cbss  of  the  Senate,  but  tho  third  section 
applied  only  to  vacancies  cause<i  by  death 
or  resignation.  The  penalties  prescribed 
in  the  fifth  section  were  directed  solely 
against  violations  of  the  third  stclion.  The 
pretcnt  case,  he  claimed,  was  outside  of 
its  provisions;  but,  said  Mr.  Curtis,  the 
main  charge  of  this  article  i.*^  that  the  let- 
ter of  authority  was  given  without  author- 
ity of  law.  Reading  the  act  of  1795,  he 
claimed  it  applied  to  vacancies  of  all  kinds, 
and  the  act  of  Feb.  20,  18C3,  applied  to  va- 
cancies arising  from  sickness  and  tempo- 
rary inability,  ami  only  to  that  extent  was 
repealed  by  the  former,  under  which  the 
PreDident  had  full  authority  for  the  act  re- 
ferred to. 

In  reply  to  the  charge  made  in  the  third 
article,  that  the  desi^'nation  of  Gen.  Thom- 
as as  Secretary  ad  interim  was  in  violalicm 
of  the  Constitution,  Mr.  Curtis  cited  the 
acts  of  1792,  and  others,  which  authorized 
the  temporary  filling  of  vacancies  oc 
curring  during  recess  or  when  the  Senate 
is  in  session,  and  said  the  practice  of  the 
government  had  been  uniform  in  filling 
vacancies  as  soon  as  they  occurred.  He 
alluded  to  the  fixquent  necessity  of  imme- 
diate action  in  such  cases,  by  another  ref- 
erence to  the  spp<untmeni  by  Buchanan  of 
Holt  in  place  of  Floyd. 

The  eighth  article,  Mr.  Curtis  claimed, 
was  met  by  his  answer  to  the  third,  and 
he  proceeded  to  consider  the  fourth.  The 
charge  made  of  appointing  Gen.  Thomas, 
without  Ibe  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate,  could  not  be  sustained,  because  no 
appointment  was  made.  A  simple  com- 
mi-sion  to  net  was  not  an  appointment, 
and  could  not,  of  courpe,  be  submitted  to 
the  Senate.  The  allegation  that  no  vacan- 
cy then  existed  is  a  beggine  of  the  question. 
The  vacancy  was  created  as  soon  as  Mr. 
Stanton  received  the  order  removing  him, 
and  the  vacancy  could  properly  be  con- 
templated by  the  President  at  the  time  of 
his  writing  General  Thomas'  letter  of  au- 
thority. 

Recapitulating  his  argument,  Mr.  Cuitis 
then  claimed  he  had  shown  that  the  Man- 
agers could  not  maintain  their  charges  of 
violation  of  the  Constitution  and  laws, 
and  proceeded  to  consider  the  various 
charges  of  conspiracy.  For  this  purpose, 
be  said,  he  would  take  up  the  fourth,  sixth, 
fifth  and  seventh  articles  together.  The 
fourth  and  sixth,  which  charged  conspira- 
cy t)etween  the  President  and  General 
Thomas,  to  obtain,  by  force  and  intimida- 
tion, possession  tf  the  War  Office  and 
Government  property,  are  based  on  the 
conspiracy  act,  which,  by  its  terms,  has  no 
application  to  any  person  in  the  District 
ot  Columbia, |tor  it  speaks  only  of  the 
States  and  Territories  of  the  United  States. 
But  it  was  not  necessary  to  nst  the  answer 
upon  this  teehnical  ground  in  a  case  of 
private  right;  nor  would  he  deem  the 
issue  of  authority  to  assert  it  sufficient 
basis  for  a  charge  of  conspiracy,  still  less 
could  it  be  alleged  of  a  public  right.  The 
order  was  based  on  the  assumption  of  mili- 
tary subordination,  and  to  charge  the  su- 
perior and  inferior  efficers  with  conspiracy, 
because  the  latter  obeyed  the  order  directed 
to  him  by  the  former,  was  foolish.  It  was 
also  impossible  to  show  that  the  President 
ever  did,  directly  or  by  implication,  give 
General  Thomas  authority  to  use  force  or 
intimidation.  The  fifth  and  seventh  ai  ti- 
des would  be  answered  by  his  arguments 
against  the  tenth. 

Mr.  Curtis  then  claimed  that  the  charge 
made  iu  tho  ninth  article  not  only  failed  of 
proof,  but  wa«  absolutely  disproved  by  the 
testimony  ol  General  Emory,  who  swore 
to  having  introduced  the  subject  to  draw 
out  the  President.  It  would  appear  in 
proof  that  the  President  sent  for  him  for 
an  entirely  different  purpose  from  that 
alleged  in  the  article  referred  to. 

Advancing  to  the  10th  article,  Mr.  Cur- 
tis went  into  the  question  of  what  are  im- 
peachable offences.  He  would  not  vex  the 
ear  of  the  Senate  with  precedents  from 
the  middle  ages,  but  would  refer  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Unit- 
ed States,  whose  framers  knew  quite  as 
much  as  men  who  lived  in  the  time  of  the 
Plaiitngenents,  and  had  made  the  subject 
so  clear  as  to  require  no  n  search  beyond 
them.  The  language  of  the  Constitution 
was  framed  so  as  to  allow  im- 
peachment for  treason,  bribery,  and 
other  high  crimes  and  misdemean- 
ors, which  other  high  crimes  and  mis- 
demeanors must  be  eqiially  grave  ofiences, 
and  be  offences  against  the  United  States, 
for  the  President  is  elsewhere  empowered 
to  pardon  all  offenders  sgiinst  the  United 
Staten,  except  in  case  of  impeachment 
He  recitea  various  provisions  relating  to 
the  trial  uf  impeachment,  and  claim^  it 
was  fully  shown  that  this  tribunal  was 
constituted  for  such  purpoeen,  and  as  a 
court  was  bound  by  law,  and  was  not  a 
law  unto  itself.  If  it  were  not  so,  there 
would  be  no  provision  forbidding  the  pas- 
sage of  bills  of  attainder,  nor  would  the 
Senators  before  assuming  the  character  of 
j'idges  be  required  to  take  an  oalh  to 
obey  the  Constitution  and  the  laws.  The 
complaint  made  in  the  tenth  article  is, 
that  the  President  Hpokc  disrespectfully  of 
Congress.  It  should  have  been  said  of  the 
dominant  majority.  But  the  charge  is 
brought  forward  in  an  extraordinary  way, 
for  tne  grand  jury  is  one  body  of  Congress, 
and  the  triers  constitute  the  other.  The 
spectacle  is,  however,  that  of  Congress  re- 
solving itself  into  a  school  of  manners. 

Mr.  Curtis  combatted  the  view  put  for- 
ward by  Butler,  that  it  was  immaterial 
whether  or  not  the  alleged  indecorous  ex 
pres^ions  were  true,  by  inioting,  from  the 
English  statutes,  the  sedition  law  passed 
during  Adams'  administration,  and  the 
writings  of  Madison,  passages  in  support 
of  the  position  that  telling  the  truth  al)OUt 
officers  of  the  Government  is  not  an 
offence  against  the  law.  Mr.  Curtis  then 
asked  who  were  to  be  the  judges  of 
the  propriety  ot  speech.  It  was  the  as- 
sumption of  this  very  authority  which 
caustd  thousands  of  beads  to  fall  in  Eng- 
land under  the  Tudors,  and  nearer  our  own 
time  in  France.  It  was  the  freedom  of 
speech,  ordained  by  our  Constitution,  and 
it  made  us  a  peaceful  and  happy  nation 

Ho  passed  very  briefly  over  the  eleventh 
article,  characterizing  il  as  a  compound  of 
the  ten  preceding  articles,  and  closed  with  a 
reference  to  the  unprecedented  magnitude

— A  man  in  Durham,  England,  became 
enraged  at  an  apprentice,  and  threw  a  pair 
of  pincers  at  him,  killing  him  iustantly. 
He  was  sentenced  to  three  months'  impris- 
onment for  getting  mad,  and  nothing  at  all 
for  the  murder.

•—In  Liverpool,  at  present,  there  are 
said  to  be  20,000  poor  persons  who  are  re 
ceiviug  relief,  while  5,000  others  are  in  the 
parish  workhouses.  These  figures  show 
that  one  in  every  eleven  of  the  population 
of  Liverpool  is  a  pauper. 

— Excavations  have  brought  to  light,  in 
Syria,  a  Hebrew  house,  dating  from  about 
the  second  century  before  Christ.  Some 
of  the  rooms  are  in  good  preservation,  and 
among  the  t}ooks  found  is  a  coilection  of 
Hebrew  poems,  said  to  be  unknown  to 
present  Orientals.
